Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—It 
was an eloquent, logical, and convincing 
argument which Isidor Rayner madé before 
the court of inquiry today in defense of Rear 
Admiral Schley’s honor and professional rep- 
utation, 

Mr. Rayner not only defended Schley, but 
he covered himself with glory. The address 
was a masterly one, and the case’ was 
summed up in such an intelligent manner 
the most simple-minded person could under- 
stand it. 

It was a dramatic scene when Mr. Rayner 
came to his peroration. Not a sound could 
be heard in all the great crowd which filled 
every available inch of the room. With 
closest attention all listened to the glowing 
tribute to Rear Admiral Schley, who, his 
counsel claims, already is vindicated, and 
that upon. the evidence of his foes. 


Case Totters from First Day. 
The closing words of Mr. Raymer’s address 
were as follows: 
“I now have briefly presented this case as 
it appears to me in its general outline. Such 


‘a trial as this has never to my knowledge 


taken place in the history of the world. It 
seemed to my mind that this case had hard- 


ly opened with the testimony of Captain | 


Higginson before it commenced to totter, 
and from day to day its visionary fabric 
dissolved from view. When Captain Cook, 
their last witness, was put upon the stand 
the entire structure collapsed, and now when 
the witnesses from our own ships and the 
gallant Captain and crew of the Oregon and 
Admiral Schley have narrated their unvar- 
nished tale, the whole tenement with all of 
its compartments, from its foundation to 
its turret, has disintegrated and lies here 
like a mass of blackened ruins. 


Three Years Before Truth Is Out. 


“It has taken three years to reveal the 
truth. There is not a single word that has 
fallen from the tongue of a single witness, 
friend, or foe, that casts the shadow of a re- 
flection upon the honored name of the hero 
of Santiago. He has never claimed the glory 
of that day. No word to this effect has ever 
gore forth from him to the American people. 
The valiant Cook, the heroic Clarke, the 
lamented Philip, the intrepid and undaunted 
Wainwright, and all the other Captains and 
every Man at-every gun and every soul on 
board of every ship are equal participants 
with Admiral Schley in the honor wrought 
upon that immortal day. 

We cannot strike down his figure stand- 
ing upon the bridge of the Brook!yn. There 
he stands upon the bridge of the Brooklyn, 
his ship almost alone receiving the entire 
fire of the Spanish foe, until the Oregon, as 
if upon the wings of lightning, sped into the 
thickness of this mortal carnage. 


Spain’s Colors Drop for Ever. 


*** God bless the Oregon’ was the cheer 
that rang from deck to deck, and on they 
went like twin brothers in the chase until 
the last gun was fired from the Cristobal 
Cbion and the despotic colors of Spain were 
swept from the face of her ancient posses- 
sions. 

‘** Well done; congratulate you on the vic- 
tory,’ was the streamer that was bent from 
the halyard of the Brooklyn, and from that 
day to this no man has ever heard from Ad- 
miral Schley the slightest whisper or inti- 
mation that he usurped the glory of that 
‘imperishable hour. 

‘The thunders of the Brooklyn as it trem- 
bled on the waves have been discordant 
music to the ears of envious foes, but they 
have pierced with a ringing melody the ears 
of his countrymen, and struck a responsive 
«hord at the fireside of every American home. 

‘and, what is more than all which has 
been revealed in this case, as matchless as is 
his courage and as unsullied as is his honor, 
is his beautiful character and the generous 
spirit that animates his soul and the forgiv- 
ing heart that beats within his bosom. 


Cannot Strike Down the Hero. 


“Yes, we cannot strike him down. Erect 
he stands as the McGregor when his step 
was on his native heather and his eye was 
on the peak of Ben Lomond.

ASYLUM PAROLE 18 FATAL 


RICH CHICAGO LAWYER KILLS 
HIMSELF IN MIDLAKE. 


Josiah H. Bisseil, an Inmate of the Hos- 
pital for the Insane at Elgin, Al- 


_ from the Deck of a Steamer—Super- 
intendent Defends System Which 
Made Tragedy Possible. 


A day’s parole from the State insane asy- 
lum at Elgin cost the life early yesterday 
morning of Josiah H. Bissell, a man of wealth 
and for twenty years a Chicago lawyer. 

Bissell, during a lucid interval, was allowed 
to visit Chicago without an attendant. It 
was known that his insanity might return at 
any time. The man boarded the Barry line 
steamer Stafford and jumped from the deck 
of the vessel while in midlake. 

At the asylum last night it was stated by 
Superintendent F. 8S. Whitman that Mr. Bis- 
sell was a victim of periodical or recurrent 
insanity. He was not regarded as cured and 
the physicians had not reached a conclusion 
that he ever could be cured. 

- Yet he was permitted to come to Chicago 
without an attendant and the trip cost his 


life. ‘ 
Defends ‘Hospital System. 


In defense of the system whereby an insane 
man may be turned at large during a lucid 
snterval Dr. Whitman coptended that latter 


dency toward milder methods; that the pa- 
tient is more apt to recover his mental bal- 
ance when he is allowed greater liberty and is 


said that Mr. Bissell never had given any in- 
dication of suicidal mania. 

‘** But the fact remains that while on paro!- 
and without an attendant he killed himself,” » 
was suggested. ‘‘ He was not cured; he was 


a State charge, and yet his body lies in th®- 


middle of the lake. How do you explain 
that?” 

“It is hard to fathom the workings of a 
human mind,’’ was Dr. Whitman's answer. 
Many men kill themselves, and yet it ir 
impossible to say that all of them are in- 
sane.”’ 


Shows Remarkable Memory. 


That Bissell really had lucid intervals was 
demonstrated by his remarkable perform- 
ance on Tuesday in the office of George W. 
Stanford, conservator of his estate. It was 
to Visit Mr. Stanford that Mr. Bissell was al- 
lowed to come to Chicago. 

Mr. Bissell went,alone to the office of Mr. 
Stanford in the First National Bank Build- 
ing, where he talked over the business af- 
fairs of former days in a perfectly rational 
manner. 

The stenographer was called in and he dic- 
tated without hesitation six pages of type- 
written matter, giving in detail technical de- 
scriptions, and answering several questions 
regarding South Side realty. 

Later he went over the typewritten pages, 
making a few corrections with a pen, place” 
t@s initials at the bottom of each page, and 
signed his name at the end ina firm hand. 

“When Mr. Bissell left my office on Tues- 


Mr. Stanford yesterday. ‘‘ The news of his 
death came as a surprise, particularly as I 
had h of his fullrecovery, There was no 
intim that he intended to*take his life. 
He may have left a will, but if so lam not 
aware of its contents.” 


Takes Life in Midlake. 


Mr. Bissell’s failure to return to the asy- 
lum was the source of the first fear that harm 
had befallen him. The asylum authorities 
started an inquiry, but the investigation had 
not proceeded far when word came from 
Grand Haven that he had taken his life. 

While there were no witnesses to the sui- 
cide, there were evidences that the man did 
not throw himself into the lake without care- 
fully considering the cost. His hat, over- 
coat, Shoes, and other clothes were wrapped 
in a neat bundle and placed on the bed in Mis 
stateroom. 

Beside the’ bundle was a note which re- 
quested that his watch, be sent to Dr. Whit- 
man at Elgin. There was no suggestion of 
suicide in the note and no provision was 
made for the disposition of property other 


than the watch. 
Death Accepted as a Fact. 


The only passenger on the boat who was 
missing was the man who registered ‘J. 5. 
Bissell.” His death was accepted as a fact 
by the steamer’s crew even before it was 
known that Mr. Bissell was an asylum pa- 
tient. While on the vessel the man was un- 
communicative and attracted little atten- 
tion. 

Mr. Bissell, who wasabout 55 years old, was 
the originator and publisher of * Bissell's Re 
ports of the United States Circuit and Dis- 
trict Courts.” He also dealt largely in real 
estate, and at the time of his death had-an 
interest in various holdings along the lake 
shord between Hyde Park and South Chicago. 


Man a Model Patient. 


In discussing the case Dr. Whitman, Super- 
intendent of the asylum, last night said: 
“ While I am grieved by the suicide I feel 


issell was one of the most trusted patients 
in the asy}um and for months had been in the 


town often, sometimes with an attendan 

and sometimes without. At no time did h 

show a disposition toward suicidal mania 


nor was he ever violent. 
“It is recognized by experts in the treat- 


Mr. Bissell’s—periodical ‘or recurrent—the 
mildest possible methods are. the most effect- 
ual. The patient must be made to feel his 
own responsibility; there must be as little 
restraint as is consistent with the patient’s 
safety. 

“The parole system was established by 
law and it meets with my hearty approval. 
Of course, in Mr. Bissell’s case the outcome 


was unfortunate.”

IN CABLE SLOT. 


General Manager McCulloch 
Says Chicago City Rail- 
way Is Eager fora 
Change. 


“GRIP” FAR OUT OF DATE. 


Assurances of a Renewal of the 

Franchises Needed Before 

Large Sums Can Be 
Expended. 


COUNCIL COMMITTEE WORK. 


That the underground trolley system will 
be given a thorough trial as a substitute for 
the cable was promised the Local Transporta- 
tion committee of the City Council yester- 
day afternoon by General Manager Robert 
McCulloch of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany. He held out the further promise, too, 
that this company would place the most 
modern and best possible equipment on its 
trunk and cross-town lines. . 

He declared that the cable must go. This 
system of motive power he branded as anti- 
quated. Until it is abolished, he asserted, 
the street car service of Chicago cannot be 
bettered. 

All this future improvement, however, 
hinges on the terms on which the company's 
franchises are extended. An important de- 
velopment, according to some members of 
the committee, was that this official prac- 
tically gave up the contention that the com- 
pany’s franchises rest on the ninety-nine- 
year act. 

** The Chicago City railway company,’’ the 
General Manager assured the committee- 
men, “‘ wishes to do its full duty and to act 
fairly. It wants to put into use the most 
modern applianees and equipment known. 
But the city contends that the franchises 
expire in 1008. So it would not pay to put 
in a new and expensive system of motive 
power without knowing what the future 
may hold in store. But the cable is anti- 
quated.. The company wants to get rid of it- 
But the abandonment of the cable and the 
installation of the latest equipment must 
depend on the future of the franchises.” 


: McCulloch Questioned Two Hours. 


For almost two hours Mr. McCulloch was 
closeted with members of the committee. 
They had summoned him for a conference 
as to the bettering of the service on the 
company’s cable lines. 

**It is impossible to better the service in 
any way,’ was the substance of his repeated 
aaswers, ‘“‘ until the cable is abandoned.” 

‘* Mr. McCulloch deciared himself in favor 
of the underground trolley. When the fran- 
chise matter is settled, he asserted, a thor- 
cugh test will be given-this system. 

At the request of the committee Mr. Mc- 
Culloch presented a schedule of the running 
time of the cars. The cable and inadequate 
terminals, notably the down-town terminus 
of the Clark street electric lines, were point- 
ed out as obstacles to running more cars. 

‘* It is absolutely impossible to carry more 
cars on the cable lines,’’ he said. ‘“ For- 
merly the cables lasted from 100 to 120 
days. So heavy has the se?vice become, 
however, that ‘now they wear out in from 
fifty to seventy days.”’ 

‘‘He was asked if the “ owl” cars, which 
creep along the streets after midnight, could 


not be kept in a better condition Of cleanli- [| 


ness. To this Mr. McCulloch replied that 
the cars were all right when they left the 
barns. He entered a protest against grooved 
rails and declared himself in favor of “ T” 
ruils.Jaid flush with the surface of the street. 
Grooves, he asserted, fill with waste and 
make an uneven track. 


Suspicious of Cassleman Offer. 

The proposition of John Cassleman, who 
claims to be backed by Buffalo capitalists, 
to purchase, all the tangible property of the 
existing traction companies in Chicago for 
$30,000,000 is not’ seriously considered in the 
City Hall. Some years ago Mr. Cassleman 
was connected with the Yerkes street car 
lines to the extent that he aided in securing 
frontage consents for several branches. Be- 
eause of this fact the proposed measure is 
branded in some quarters as merely a “ feel- 
er” for the Chicago Union Traction com- 
pany. 

Ellicott Talks of Electrolysis. 

City Electrician Edward B. Ellicott ad- 
dressed the Western Society of Engineers 
yesterday at its regular monthly meeting on 
‘* Protection of Water Mains from Electroly- 
sis.’. He denounced the disregard of the 
street railway companies of the demands of 
the city. 

‘‘Neither the railway companies nor th 
City Council realize the present conditions,”’ 
* All attempts to show 
them how the pipes are being ruined result in 
nothing. Damage suits for amounts I do 
not dare state will be filed against the com- 
panies, and the city will win.” 


Richard McCulloch in Response. 

When Mr. Ellicott had finished his address 
Richard McCulloch, Assistant General Man- 
ager of the Chicago City railway, took ex- 
ceptions to the statements that the com- 
panies do nothing. He said the company 
had made tests and found in every place 
tested it was well within the law. Mr. Elli- 
cott replied by eiting one instance, as fol- 
lows: | 

‘I will cite the case on the Indiana avenue 
line, at Thirty-ninth street, where I made 
a test. I found that the difference of poten- 
tial was about fifteen volts. I notified the 
railway company, and it had the condition 
remedied in two hours. But it did not rem- 
edy the same condition in the next block 
and on other lines.”’ 

‘* We would have done so if you had called 
our attention to them,’’ said Mr. McCulloch. 


“PRINCE” IS A CURRIE CHEF.

| POUR FIGHY PISTOL DUE, 


POLICE AND SUPPOSED ROBBERS 
A BATTLE ROYAL. 


Bullets Fill the Air in North Side Resi- 
_ denee District When Detective Dris- 
coll Aeccosts Two Well Dressed 
Young Men Who Are Sizing Up the 
Porches—One of the Fellows Opens 
Fire and the Fight Becomes General 
—Suspects Manage to Escape. 


Supposed porch climbers and two detectives 
fought a battle royal at Deming court and 
Orchard street last evening. Bullets flew in 
every direction and gesidents,of the neigh- 
horhood were badly frightened. : 

More than twenty shots were exchanged 
at close range and yet none of the combatants 
was injured so far as known. One of the 
bullets passed through the front door of the 
residence of Frank Koehler at 579 Orchard 
street, and continuing on to the dining- 
room smashed a costly mirror. 

One of the detectives, Joseph Driscoll, has 
a bullet hole in his hat as a memento of the 
encoupter. Driscoll is unable to understand 
how he could fire so many times at the sup- 
posed rdébbers without hitting them. The 
police, acting on the belief that all the bul- 
lets did not go wild, are watching all the 
North Bide hospitals in the hope that some 
one suffering from gunshot wound will be 
brought im for treatment. 


Climbers First to Shoot. 

The supposed porch climbers opened the 
hostilities. Driscoll was walking in Orchard 
street when the actions of two well dressed 
young men excited his suspicion. The fol- 
lows were talking in low tones and were cast- 
ing frequent glances at the second stories of 
the near-by residences. It was the porch- 
climbing hour. Most of the families were a 
dinner. 

** What do you fellows want here?’’ demand- 
ed the detective as he approached the men. 

“ O, that’s all right," answered one of the 
** We live here in the neigh- 
borheod.”’ 

The man reached out his left arm as if to 
shake hands and his companion stepped to 
one side. Driscoll realized that their pur- 
pose was to get him between them. The de- 
tective made a move toward the fellow who 
bad asserted he was a resident of the neigh 
borhood, and just then the other man fired 
pointblank. The bullet pierced Driscoll’s hat. 

The detective’s own'revolver was in play 
in an instant, the shots being directed toward 
the man who had fired at him. While this 
was going on the other supposed robber 
leaped behind a tree and opened up with his 
gun. Driscoll was between two fires, and 
bullets were whizzing by his ears+in a way 
that dazed him. 

Detective Sheehan, Driscoll’s partner, 
heard the shooting and ran to the rescue. 
The robbers then gave up the battle and 
fled, each going in a different direction. 
Driscoll pursued one of the men and Sheehan 
raced after the other, at the same time shoot-~- 
ing. The fugitives proved fleet of foot, and 
soon the breathless detectives were obliged 
to’ give up the chase. . 


Police in Another Shooting. 

Another shooting in which the police fig- 
ured occurred at 2 o'clock this morning. 
Patrolmen David Rice and Charles Masse- 
wette were walking in the vicinity of Chicago 
and Milton avenues when they were attracted 
by a shot that was fired by one of two men 
who were walking a balf block ahead of 
them. 3 

Immediately after firing the shot the men 
bolted into the stairway of the Stockholm 
Hotel. The policemen followed, Rice in the 
lead. As he reached the stairway one of 


the men fired two shots at such close range 


that the powder almost burned the police- 
man’s ‘face. One of the bullets grazed the 
skin on Rice’s cheek and the other went wild. 

Not deterred by the warm reception, the 
policemen rushed up-stairs and arrested Axel 
Seaberg and Cast Skoglund. It is not known 
why the men fired the first shot or why they 
resisted arrest. 

Catch Would-Be “ L” Robbers. 

Policemen in Hyde Park were more suc-., 
cessful. They captured two youths just as 
they were about to attempt to rob the Sixty- 
seventh street station of the South Side Ele- 
vated road. 

The prisoners are Andrew Mack, alias Arm- 
strong, and James Delaney, alias Von Elm. 
Each is 19 years old. Partially concealed in 
the shadow of a building at Forty-first street 
and Ellis avenue, they were discussing tnv 
details of the robbery which they contemplat- 
@d, when surprised by Detectives Farrell and 
Roebuck. The words “ money” and “ you 
grab -the gun” had excited the suspicions of 
the detectives. 

When submitted to an examination at the 
police station the prisoners admitted that 
they were guilty,of several recent South Side 
burglaries. A gold fountain pen of peculiar 
design, which was found in Mack’s posses- 
sion, first gave the police a hint that the ar- 
rest of a much-wanted pair had been accom- 
plished. The pen had been stolen from Mrs. 
M. Gosling’s home at 237 East Forty-seventh 
street, with other property.

The sound of the opening of 
a bureau drawer in the case of Miss Smith 
prevented the thieves from securing a greater 
sum. 

The police were informed where the gfeater 
part of the property could be recovered.

* Earl Li's death was expected, as his 
physicians have known for some time that 
his health was precarious. On Tuesday he 
was free from pain and cheerful. He worked 
far into the night, even against peremptory 
orders of the physicians, and retired in an 
exhausted condition. 

At 2 o'clock Wednesday morning the at- 
tendants found the aged statesman uncon- 
scious. -His physicians were summoned, but 
in spite of their exertions the patient sank 
steadily during the day. 


Dies in His Burial Robe. 


Members of the family were summoned and 


Even his burial robes were put out. Friends 
of the family from all parts of the city, in 
conformance with Chinese customs, sent 
presents of life-size paper horses and chaire 
with coolie bearers, to be buried when the 
Earl died, in order to carry his soul to 
heaven. 
Toward 9 o'clock last evening the dy 

man showed unexpected vitality. Digitalis 
was frequently administered, and the pa- 
tient’s life was thus prolonged until il 
o'clock, when he was pronounced dead, 


Prince Ching Is Summoned.

Li's death will 
have on the populace; and to guard against 
a possible anti-foreignm demonstration, the 
Chinese Generals have disposed of their 
troops. about the city in such a way as to 
command the situation. Trouble, however,* 
is extremely improbable. 


Statement by Physician. i 
An American physician in attendance upon 
Ear! Li stated that when he was called to 
act with Dr. Velde of the German legatton 
on Nov. 1, he found the patient suffering 
from a severe hemorrhage, due to ulceration 
of the stomach. 

‘“‘The hemorrhage was readily controlled,” 
said the doctor, “ but, owing to the undere 
lying condition of chronic gastritis with per- 
sistent nausea, only the mildest liquid food 
could be digested. ‘Tuesday he was cheer- 
ful and without pain, but at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday morning he became unconscious and 
was no longer able to get rid of the collec- 
tion of mucus which he had been freely 
expectorating. Death supervened upon 
gradual carbonic acid poisoning.” 

Earl Li's persistent refusals to refrain 
from attending to government business ag- 
gravated his malady, while the refusal of hig 
family to permit certain measures customary 
in Western medicinal practice for relieving 
the stomach contributed to bring his end 
near. 


Li Hung Chang served China as a soldier, 
a statesman, and a diplomat. From a hum- 
ble place he rose to the highest rank, and he 
was almost the only great Chinese who had 
attained a world-wide reputation. 
Earl Li was born—some biographers say 
on Feb. 16, 1822, others say on-Feb. 11, 1822. 
Between that time and the day of his death 
he had been at different times Governor of 
cities, Commander-in-Chief of the imperial 
armies, Viceroy of most of the great prov- — 
inces, Grand Chancellor, and Prime Minis- 
ter. He negotiated most of the modern 
treaties between China and the Western 
powers. He did much to advance the prog- 
ress of civilization in China. He was liberal- 
minded—from a Chinese standpoint. He 
was reputed to be enormously wealthy, own- 
ing most of the railways, telegraphs, and 
public works, as well as great plantations, 
mines, and factories. : 


Puts Down a Rebellion. 

Li Hung Chang first attained prominence 
in China during the Tai-Ping rebellion, 
which In 1860 began in the southern prov- 
inces and spread so rapidly that the City of 
Pekin itself was threatened. 

At this crisis a young and distinguished 
scholar. who had passed two examinations 
and was among the expectants of office, 
gathered together friends and relatives in 
his menaced native town, organized them 
into a regiment, and fell upon the rebels’ 
rear. His victories won him a staff position 
in the imperial army, and later chief com- 
mand in the field. With the aid of a foreign 
corps, commanded until his death in battle

* He was further placed in supreme command 
of the naval and military forces sent to 
Corea. He was disgraced during the war 
and deprived of the yellow jacket and the 
peacock feather. Later he was dismissed 
from all his offices. 

When China, humbled by defeat, was 
forced to sue for peace, Li Hung was restored 
to favor and sent to Japan to negotiate for 
terms. He succeeded far better than China 
had any reason to hope for, but returned only 
to be disgraced. 


Journeys Round the World. 

Tn 1896 Earl Li wae again in favor with the 
Emperor, and was sent to St. Petersburg as 
China’s representative at the coronation of 
the Czar, thus beginning his famous tour of 
the world. He visited Germany, The Hague, 
Brussels, and Paris after leaving St, Peters- 
burg. ‘He then crossed the Atlantic, coming 
to the United States, returning home after 
tour of the continent. 

After his forced retirement in 1898 Ear! Li 
was virtually without influence until an out- 
break in the southern provinces in 1899 

brought him employment as Viceroy of 
Kwang-Si. 
Final Service to China. . 
Then came the Boxer uprising, the siege of 
‘the legations at Pekin, the massacre of the 
Phristians, and the gathering of the armies 
of America and Europe for the march on the 
Chinese capital. Pekin was captured. The 
armies of the hated foreigners marched 
through the deserted palaces of the imperial 
city. China was prostrate at the feet of the 
powers. .In this emergency Li Hung Chang 
was recalled from practical exile and given 
practically unlimited powers in negotiating 
with the indignant envoys of Europe and the 
‘United States. He performed his greatest 
and his final service to China in the recent 
negotiations at Pekin, for he preserved the 
territorial integrity of the empire. es 


PLAN FOR PAN-AMERICAN COURT 


Invited to Form a Tribunal for Set- 
_tlement of Claims. 


Mexico City, Nov. 6—The Pan-American 
Congress today heard the proposal of the 
Guatemala delegation for a convention for 
the Pan-American Court of Claims. 
The proposed convention, among other 
things, provides that with the object of 
facilitating the adjustment of controversies 
‘the high contracting parties agree to submit 
to the Court of Claims all pending and future 
questions between governments of any of 
the participating powers and citizens of 
any of the other powers, provided that the 
claimants in such cases shall not have served 
as enemies of the government against which 
the claim is brought or shall not voluntarily 
have aided them. 
Four months after the exchange of ratifi- 
cations of the conventiohi each nation par- 
ticipating shall appoint three jurists learned 
_ tm international] law. The members of the 
court to decide any given case will be selected 
in the fololwing manner: — 

Each nation interested in any particular 
controversy shall appoint one of the jurists 
on the list, and both together shail at the. 


same time appoint a third as a referee or ttp~ / 


pire. 
The persons designated must not be cit- 
igens of either of the countries interested. 
If two nations cannot agree on the referee 
he shall be appointed by a third power not 
interested in the controversy. , 
Two nations may, if they choose, appoint 
a single arbiter among those on the list, pro- 
vided he is not a citizen of either country. 
The Court of Claimb must endeavor to 
hand down a decision within six months. 
The case may be reopened, if within six 
months from the rendering of the decision 
further evidence throwing substantial light 
on the subject of the controversy is forth- 
coming. If the winning side is not willing 
te have the case reopened, the claimant must 
appeal to the tribunal which adjudicates the 
claim, and if it considers his request rea- 
sonable it will order a review of the case. 
~ Though the tribunal primarily is for the 
- benefit of the nations entering into the con- 
Vention, it may offer ite good services to any 
ether government in case of claims against 
it, or to the claimants themselves.

Near the Turkish Frontier.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 6.—The brigands 
having Miss Ellen M. Stone and Mme. Tsilka 
in their custody were in Bulgarian territory, 
near the Turkish frontier, last week, accord- 
ing to authoritative intelligence. The cap- 
tives were lodged in caves and fires were 
lighted to protect them from the severe cold. 
Since then the women and the brigands have 
gone to some place unknown. 

The fact that violent measures, such as 
mutilation, to extort ransom, were not taken, 
indicates that the brigands are under the im- 
pression that the longer they wait the better 
will be the terms obtainable. This attitude 
is regarded as being partly due to the pub- 
licity given to the subscription toward the 
ransom, and it is increasing the difficulty ex- 
perienced by Consul General Dickinson in 
his efforts to reduce the brigands’ demands.

WESTWARD HO GOLF PLAYERS 
SUFFER $13,500 LOSS. 


New Building, Which Was Opened 
Formally Last Spring, Is troyed 
and Thirty Members and Visitors 
Driven Out—Water Works and En- 
ine Also Burned—Seven Hundred 
Dozen Golf Balls Consumed—Lack of 
Water Prevents Fighting the Blas?é, 


Thirty members and visitors of the West- 
ward Ho Golf club were driven out of the 
new clubhouse last night. by a fire which de- 
stroyéd that building and adjacent proper- 
ty, entailing ‘a loss of- about $13,500.* The 
grounds are two miles north of Oak Park 
and near Mount Clare. 

The Oak Park fire department responded 
to a call, but as there was no water available 
the firemen could:do nothing more than as- 
sist in rescuing property. Two engines, two 
trucks, and a hose’ cart also were sent from 
Chicago, but arrived too late. 

One item of loss was 700 dozen golf balls, 
owned by David E. McIntosh, and valued at 
$2,000. The clubhouse was valued at $9,000, 
having only recently been erected, and the 
water works and engines were valued at 
$2,000. Two little sheds and some personal 
belongings completed the losstotal. ~-» 


Starts from a Grate. 


The fire started about 5:30 o’clock in the 
northeast corner of the clubhouse and is 
supposed to have originated from a log fire 
burning in a grate. The flames were dis- 
covered by a member of the club, who gave 
an alarm. All hands turned ‘to fighting the 
blaze, but onfy a little water was available, 
as the pipes to the well had frozen during 
the previous night and burst. The fire was 
fanned by a breeze and the flames spread 
over the entire structure. 

Despite the heat, the golf players and the 
firemen and spectators rescued the trophies 
in the house, including a- number of valua- 
ble cups, and also took to places of safety 
the furniture and the other property of the 
club. Before all the golf balls could be 
taken away the roof fell in. 


Opened Decoration Day. 

The clubhouse was a frame structure, built 
last spring, and was opened on Decoration 
day. It has been a retreat for the society 
people of Oak Park, River Forest, and many 
from Chicago. Social features were becom- 
ing prominent at the club as the season 
opened, and on Saturday night the harvest 
supper was given. | 

‘The club will probably erect a new building 
immediately. Steps were taken while the 
fire was in progress for calling a general 
meeting of the club to make plans. The call

MRS. GEORGE HENSCHEL DEAD. 


Noted Singer, Born in America, Suc- 
cumbs to an Operation in London, 
' Her Recent Home.

LONDON, Nov. 6—Mrs. Henschel, the 
well-known singer, the wife of George Hen- 
schel, the composer, singer, and conductor, 
died here on Monday from the effects of an 


operation. 


Lillian Bailey Henschel was born in Colum” 
bus, O., on Jan. 17, 1860. Her musical talent 
manifested itself early in life and at the age 
of 18 months she could sing the tunes she had 
been accustomed to hear. She began piano 
lessons at the age of 7. When she was aged 
15 her family removed to Boston, where she 
continued her musical education. In 1876 
Miss Bailey made her first appearance in Bos- 
ton and scored a success. She went to Paris 
in 1877 and studied under Mme. Viardot. She 
made her first appearance in England in 
1878. where she sang. in duets with George 
Henschel, whom she married in 1881, shortly 
after her return to this country. Mr. Hen- 
schel, who had charge of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, removed with his wife to 
London in 1884. They made their permanent 
home in the British capital. Mrs. Henschel’s 
fame as a singer was world-wide.

The board heving the construction of the 
arsenal in charge is made up of the Governor, 
the Auditor of the State, and the Secretary of 
State. 

Governor Yates favored R. Bruce Watson 
and his plans. Secretary Rose was until to- 
day non-committal. Auditor McCullough 
was inclined toward the work of Frank Ham- 
ilton of Springfleld. R. Bruce Watson left 
Springfield for Chicago a week or more ago, 
‘and said he would havg@ Mr. Lorimer come to 
Springfield and straigiten out Mr. Rose. 
‘Mr. Lorimer did come to Springfield, but his 
efforts were in vain; because Rose today did 
‘not stand for Watson. Rose and McCullough 
indorsed Bullard; Governor Yates stuck by

Bee. Yates Argues in Vain. 

' Governor Yates argued and did his best for 
Lorimer’s man, but the board, by a vote of 
2 to 1, it is said, first adopted e resolution 
to the effect that the award should be made 
solely upon plans and sketches submitted to 
them on Oct. 11, and not upon anything that 
has been filed since.

‘*From London we visited Paris and made 
a thorough inspection there, in like manner 
receiving the most courteous attention, and 
were afforded the fullest possible informa- 
tion. We also have arranged for a mutual 
interchange of ideas and results with the 
Paris underground. The Paris system is, in 
some respects, somewhat parallel to the re- 
quirements of what our local service will be 
and we found much that will be useful, as 
we did if London.

The latter driveway 
will be depressed so that teams on it cannot 
be seen from the court or the windows of the 
building. 

Some idea of the building may be obtained 
from the dimension of the block, 250 feet in 
the streets and 206 feet in the avenue and 
Broadway.

FIGHT ON TELEPHONERATES | 
COMES BEFORE JUDGE TULEY. 


Company’s Tactics Alleged to Be Simi- 
lar to Those Charged to the Czar— 
Arguments Will Be Made Tomorrow.. 


Before Judge Tuley yesterday afternoon 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
turned its guns on the Chicago Telephone 
company and opened the fight which is to | 
determine whether this company can charge 
$175 a year for a business telephone when 
the ordinance fixes the rate at $125. Many 
harsh things were said about/the company 
in the lengthy bill of complaint which was 
read. 

The Chicago Telephone company has a 
monopoly. and runs its business and its 
patrons with tactics similar to those alleged 
to be exercised by the Czar was the sub- 
stance of one of the contentions hammered® 
on. It was pointed out that the company 
has such a good thing that it pays dividends 
of 12 per cent each year. In 1900, it was said, 
95,166 more miles of wire were in use than 
in 1890. This was held to show that the com- 
pany did not need the money secured by 
boosting rates, 

Patrons, it was contended, have been com- 
pelled to bow to the dictates of the company 
and sign leases at the rate of $175 a year in 
order to get telephone service. 

The long complaint, read by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Mason, the city having 
made itself a party to the suit, concluded 
with the prayer that the court enjoin the/ 
company from charging more than $125 a 
year, from refusing to furnish telephone 
service at that rate, and from interfering 
with the service of patrons who refuse to 
pay more than this price. 

An answer, equally long, was read in be- 
half of the company. The chief excuse set 
up for the high rate was that improved in- 
struments are supplied customers, and the 
improved service thus given is cheap at the 
$50 increase. This concluded, Judge Tuley 
postponed hearing of the arguments until 
tomorrow afternoon. 

Attorney Levy Mayer and ex-Judge Moran 
will present the case for the association, 
while John J. Herrick will marshal the legal 
forces of the telephone company.

CHANLER SANE, 


Millionaire Proves Himself of 
Sound Mind and Able to 
Estate. 


HIS THEORIES PECULIAR. 


Experts Find Experiments in 
Psychology Logical and 
Of Practical Use. 


WRITES VERSE IN TRANCE, 


Charlottesville, Va., Nov. 6—[{Speciai. 
John Armstrong Chanler, millionaire, and. 
first husband of Amelie Rives, was today de-: 
clared of sound mind by the County Court, 
in proceedings instituted to determine the 
question of his sanity and right to possession 
of his property. 

The case came up on a petition filed by 
Carey Ruffin Randolph, who declared Mr. 
Chanler was not of sound mind, and that 
the court should appoint here a committee 
to take charge and control of his local prop- 
erty. Judge J. M. White heard the case. 

Randolph's petition was dismissed, and the 
court decreed that John Armstrong Chanler: 
was of sound mind and fully capable of man-: 
aging his person and estate, and that there 
was no ground whatever for the appoint- 
ment of a committee. 


Chanler Tells of His Travels. 


All through the trial Mr. Chanler took 
notes and made many suggestions to the 
counsel, He recited his* movements since 
he escaped from Bloomingdale, on Ilast 
Thanksgiving eve, his trip to Philadelphia, 
where he represented himself to be a lawyer: 
seeking expert aid:in the interest of a client. 
From Dr. J. Madison Taylor, who is chief of’ 
8S. Weir Mitchell’s clinical staff, he secured, 
after telling his own story, a favorable opin- 
ion as to his sanity. 

After Chanler’s escape from Bilooming- 
dale he voluntarily placed himself in charge 
of Dr. Taylor in the latter's Philadelphia 
sanitarium. Dr. Taylor, who is a neurologist 
for the Howard Hospital of Philadelphia. 
proved a valuable witness. He said that in 
his interview with Mr. Chanler he found him 


a peculiar man, but with sound common . 


sense. Though highly strung, he was neither 
irritable, mentally restless, melancholy, nor 


brooding. 


Odd Experiments in Psychology. 

Dr. Taylor said it was not surprising that 
people ignorant of psycholegy should con- 
sider many of Mr. Chanler’s experiments 
strange and unaccountable and perhaps due 
to foolishness. These acts were experiments 
in voca] automatism and self-imposed trance 
states, during which Mr. Chaniler said things 
which to the casual observer would be re- 
garded as evidence of lack of mental bal- 
ance. 

Of an eighty-page paper written by Mr. 
Chanler, which he cals “ The X Faculty "— 


that is, the unknown faculty—Dr. Taylor — 


said that he would express no opinion fur~- 
ther than that it was clearly analogous to 
and in advance of similar researches of 
other authorities In psychology. Dr. Tay- 
lor said that after discussions with Mr. 
Chanier and other psychologists he could 
assert that the grounds taken by Mr. Chan- 
ler were rational and reasonable.

Finds Premonition Ever Right. 

Dr. Horatio C. Wood of Philadelphia of the 
Philadelphia Medical College furnished a 
comprehensive written statement of Mr. 
Chanler’s case. He said Chanler told him of 
premonition, meaning that after thinking 
over subjects over night he would wake up in 
the morning with a feeling of exhillaration, 
depression, or indifference, and always found 
when exhillarated that his plans were judi- 
cious and things went well. When depressed 
he found it wise to modify hig plans of action. 
Indifference meant nothing of interest for 
that day. 

Chanler told him that In December, 1896, 
he accidentally discovered that at certain 
times and conditions if he were to take a 
pencil in his hand it would write without his 
making conscious effort or giving directions. 
Sometimes the writing would refer to busi- 
ness. Once Chanler, to test the accuracy of 
this judgment, speculated in Wall street ina 
small way, a few hundred dollars, with a suc- 
cessful result.

Rayner Generous to Foes. 
Many in the audience, being unable td

Mr. Rayner was extremely generous with 
the witnesses who have testified against 
Behley and whose testimony did not bear 
the stamp of truth.

The counsel made a plea for the consid-. 
eration éf questions from what was at that 
time Commodore Schley’s point of view. 
* Let us,” he said, “put ourselves in his 
place and see what the circumstances were. 
We all know now -what it would have been 
wise to do.”’ 

Mr. Rayner maintained that the blockad< 
of Santiago was effective. 
Schley’s reconnoissance of May 31; saying 
he had acted wisely in determining the 
actual conditions. In this line of policy he 
said that Commodore Schiey’s conduct was 
paralleled by that of Admiral Dewey in 
Asiatic waters when the latter remained for 
several days in Mirs Bay. Regarding the 
loop made by the Brooklyn, Mr. Rayner 
declared it was the wisest movement that 
could have been made. All talk about the 
Brooklyn going to the southward he char- 
acterized as ‘‘ moonshine.”’ 

“If the Spanish gunners could have shot 
as the Americans did,’’ declared Mr. 
Rayner, *‘ Admiral Schley, instead of being 
on trial as he is today, would be in a sailor's 
grave.” 

Discussing dispatch No. 7, known as the 
‘**Dear Schley’ letter, Mr. Rayner con- 
tended that the order conveyed in that mes- 
sage made it incumbent upon Schley to re- 
main at Cienfuegos. He declared that this 
was the key to the whole case and that it 
did not admit of any other construction 
than that Schley should remain at Cien- 
fuegos. 

Orders Modified by Sampson. 

Mr. Rayner in support of this contention 
read the department’s orders to Sampson di- 
recting him to notify Schley by the Iowa to 
proceed off Santiago. Sampson, instead of 
transmitting that order, and reinforcing it, 
had transmitted it with directions to Schley 
to remain off Cienfuegos, on the ground that 
the holding of that port would offer the best 
chance of capturing and destroying the Span- 
ish fleet. This modification of the deparit- 
ment’s orders by Sampson had been followed 
by order No. 8, directing him “if satisfied 
that the fleet was not in Cienfuegos to pro- 
ceed, but cautiously, to Santiago.”’ 

In this connection Mr. Rayner discussed 
the McCalla memorandum, which he said 
had never been intended for Schley, but for 
the Commander-in-Chief at Key West. The 
memorandum contgeined not a word about 
the means off#ommunicating with the in- 
surgents. Order No. 8, upon which the ceun- 
sel on the other side had laid so much stress, 
he said, did not permit Commodore Schley 
to leave until satisfied that the Spaniards 
were not in Cienfuegos. If it had reached 
Schiey, as Sampson believed it would, by 2 
a. m. on April 23, he could not have left. 

That dispatch reached Schley at 8a. m. on 
April 23, and on that day the Adula was sent 
in—a fact which Mr. Rayner said he re- 
garded as one of the most important in the 
campaign. When the Adula did not come out 
the next day, as the skipper had agreed ito 
do, Schley was still further confirmed in the 
belief that Cervera was in Cienfuegos. 


McCalla Sent No Boat Ashore. 

want to say right here,’ continued 
Mr. Rayner, “that as brave a man as Mc- 
Calla is and as daring and fearless a soul 
as he is he never pretended to land any boats 
on the Cuban coast, and he was around there 
eight days. This is.not criticism of him, but 
to show that you are criticising one man for 
not doing what another man never attempted 
to do.”’ 

Mr. Rayner next devoted his attention to 
the message delivered by the Eagle to Schley 
when the latter was en route to Cienfuegos 
and met Captain McCalla’s subsquadron re- 
turning to Key West.

Facts Not Given Commander. 


“ At any rate, the message that the Scor- 

pion did receive and which has been sent 
to us by Commander Marix from the Philip- 
pines, was what? That there was an insur- 
gent camp in the Vicinity of Cienfuegos? 
O, no. That a signal code had been agreed 
upen with the friendly natives? 0, no. 
These were all mysteries that it was not 
proper to communicate to the commander 
of the flying squadron. 
. “Instead of that a dull thud fell upon his 
listening and anxious ears. ‘No news of 
the Spaniards,’ was the thrilling intelligence 
that he received, and with it the Eagle and 
its megaphone went on their way rejoicing; 
and the Marblehead sped to the presence of 
the Commander-in-Chief at Key West with 
this profound secret buried in the bosom of 
the fearless commander.”’ 

In this connection Mr. Rayner referred 
to the testimony of Lieutenant Hood, which 
he said he did not like. He thought that 
the Lieutenant had put himself in a place 
in which it was impossible for him to ex- 
tricate himself, because he had condemned 
the Commander-in-Chief more severely than 
he had criticised Schley. He could not, he 
said, believe what the Lieutenant had said 
concerning the messages, written and verbal, 
which he had carried to Schley from Samp- 
son. It was inconceivabie that the Com- 
im a dispatch 
outlining his uncertainty a& to the pres- 
ence of the Spaniards at Cienfuegos, and at 
the same time give.the Lieutenant verbal 
messages saying he was positive that they 
were there. Without impugning any officer 
of the American fleet, Mr. Rayner declared 
that Schley was the victim ofan unfortunate 
combination of circumstances that left him 
in total darkness as to the location of the 
Spanish fleet. 


Conscientious on Need of Coal. 

Concerning the question of coaling at sea, 
Mr. Rayner read the testimony of several 
witnesses to prove the great difficulties such 
a task involved. He said that all they 
wanted to prove was that Schley was honest 
when he informed the department of his in- 
anxiety regarding the coal supply, 

and that he acted according to the dictates 
of his own conscience. He said the question 
Was not how long the fleet could have re-

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the fleet could have done had the Spaniards 
come ‘out. He was prepared to prove that 
one ship could not have followed the Span- 
iards six hours and have had enough coal 
left to return to Key West. 

Coming to the reconnoissance of May 31, 
Mr. Rayner contended that it had been Com- 
modore Schiley’s chief intention to develop 
the Spanish land batteries, and in this, he 
said, he had been eminently successful. He 
claimed that the man who was in command 
at such a time should be given great discre- 
tion, for he must necessarily know more of 
the situation than the men who make out 
battle plans at home on charts with compass 
and lead pencils, and direct other people, 
thousands of miles away, how to fight @# 
battle. 

Bristol’s Miraculous Vision. 

Mr. Rayner referred satirically to the testi- 
mony of Lieutenant Bristol, saying among 
other things: 

“ His vision was a divine inspiration. Sex- 
tants and stadimeters, compass bearings. 
government measurements, and hydrograph- 
ic plats were all dim and obscure in compari- 
son with the miraculous power of his un- 
aided vision, which lit up and illumined the 
entire harbors of Cienfuegos and Santiago 
with the unerring precision of the morning 
sunbeams. 

‘Government experts with mathematical 
accuracy had measured the heights of Morro 
Castle and Socapa battery, but down they 
went 100 feet when they encountered 
tol’s miraculous eye.” 

Mr. Rayner next came to the considera- 
tion of Sampson's interview with the com- 
mander of the flying suadron, especially re- 
ferring to Schley’s testimony relative to the 
directions of Sampson with reference to at- 
tacks upon land batteries. He also referred 
to Captain Chadwick’s testimony in this con- 
nection and said that Schley’s statement, be- 
ing affirmative, was much more entitled to 
credence than was Chadwick's, which was 
negative. He sai@ Chadwick had given tes- 
timony as to only one statement that was 
made in that interview, which could have 
been uttered in thirty seconds, while Chad- 
wick himself had admitted that the inter- 
view lasted nearly twenty-five minutes, and 
Schley had placed the time at three-quarters 
of an hour. 


Chadwick Is Called Forgetful. 

Mr. Rayner said he thought that Captain 
Chadwick had been forgetful, but that no. 
charge could ‘be made against him on that 
score. Schley, however, who had given pos- 
itive testimony would be guilty of perjury if 
his statement was not true. ‘“ They must 
have talked about something,”’ he said, “ and 
what would they be more likely to have dis- 
cussed than the guns on the south coast of 
Cuba, whither Schley then was bound?’ 

The attorney contended that there was no 


ground for censure in connection with. 


Schley’s conduct in the affair of May 31. He 
said he had done no more than to exercise 
the discretion allowed to a Commander-in- 
Chief under such circumstances. 

Reverting to the blockade of Cienfuegos, 
Mr. Rayner said Captain McCalla had ad- 
mitted on the stand that he himself had dis- 
obeyed orders in not leaving the Eagle off 
that port when he leftforKey West. He did 
not, he said, mean to criticise Captain Mc- 
Calla, but if he was not to be censured for 
disobedience of orders why, he asked, should 
Schley be? 

Mr. Rayner then came to specification No. 
8, relating to the alleged withdrawal of 
the flying squadron from off Santiago at 
night. The evidence had shown, he said, 
that there was nothing in that charge. In 
this connection, he said, Captain Harber was 
the only witness who had testified that the 
Santiago blockade was not a success. 


Neglects Deference Due Harber. 


‘“‘ Had I reflected for a moment,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ that Captain Harber had just ar- 
rived from the gay festivities of a continental 
capital I would have treated him with far 
greater deference. I would have modeled 
my style according to the manners of the 
best Parisian court and would have greeted 
him with the foreign accent and graceful 
gestures that are due to any one who has 
been suddenly transformed from the deck 
of an American ship to the elegant and fash- 
ionable circles of European diplomacy.”’ 

The court at this point took its usual recess 
for luncheon. 

After the recess Mr. Rayner discussed the 
ninth specification, which dealt with the loop 
of the Brooklyn on July 3 and the possibility 
of colliding with the Texas. 

Mr. Rayner said he stood upon the test!- 
mony of Captain Cook, who, all things taken 
together, had the best opportunity to give 
all the information about the loop. What 
might have happened had the Brooklyn 
turned to port was purely a matter of con- 
jecture. The turn in the other direction was 
completely successful. It was intimated that 
the turn to the southward had been to get 
away from the enemy, yet it was an indis- 
putable fact that the turn had brought the 
Brooklyn closer to the Spanish fleet and it 
received thirty of the forty-three shots which 
struck the American ships. Captain Cook’s 
testimony, he said, illumined this maneuver 
and he planted himself upon this testimony. 


Cook’s Story Is Held Truth. 


‘Captain Cook,’ he continued, “told a 
thrilling story. He was an orator because he 
spoke the truth, and his words will ring upon 
the pages of American history; an orator 
because he was speaking from his heart. 
However eloquent a man may be, if he tells 
an untruth he is not an orator, he is a de- 
claimer. But Captain Cook told a thrilling 
story of this fight from the beginning to the 
end, and I see nothing upon the pages of 
this record that impugns a single word that 
he uttered.”’ 

Mr. Rayner then discussed the testimony of 
Heilner and Hodgson, and in this connection 
ridiculed the chart prepared by the naviga- 
tors of the ships in the battle. 


Ridicules Navigators’ Chart. 


“That navigators’ chart,” said he, “is a 
thing of Joy forever. Itis like the obliterated 
epitaph upon an antiquated tombstone. Six 
navigators met, and after three months of 
unremitting labor they resolved to give the 
world a chart of the battle of Santiago which, 
for all purposes of historical accuracy, might 
as well be a chart of the battle of Thermopy- 
le or the fleld of Waterloo. Ase disastrotis 
failure the chart is a magnificent success.”’ 

In his evidence, said Mr. Rayner, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Heilner said: the Brooklyn

He 
said he would not undertake the task of ex- 
tricating Lieutenant Commander Hodgson 
from his predicament. He read portions of 
Hodgson’s testimony and again fell back 
upon Captain Cook's testimony as decisive of 
the point at issue. Captain Cook had said, 
Mr. Rayner stated, that the danger of col- 
lision had never entered his head. Referring 
to this testimony he said: 

“You cannot impeach him. If I had my 
way I must say I think I wouid have rested 
this case when Captain Cook’s testimony was 
done. I did not do. so because the Admiral 
wanted to take the stand in his own vindica- 
tion.” 

No one, he said, had intended to attack 
Lieutenant Commander Hodgson, but the en- 
tire controversy was Hodgson’s own fauit. 
‘* There has been too much magazine discus- 
sion and too much gossip,”’ he said. ‘‘ Imag- 
ine such a conversation between the com- 
manding officer of a great fleet and a subor- 
dinate officer at such atime.”” 


“ D—n”’ May Mean No Harm. 


Even if Commodore Schley had said ‘‘ D—n 
the Texas!’’ continued Mr. Rayner, it would 
not have been such a serious matter, as it 
could hot have been meant seriously. Down 
in Anne Arundel County, Maryland, he said, 
they use such language in salutation, saying 
“ D—n you, how are you this morning?’ 

But the trouble was, he said, that the puplic 
did not have the proper conception of the 
occurrence as reported jbut had gathered the 
idea that the Brooklyn was running away 
from the scene ofconflict. Schley had denied 
the reported colloquy, he said, but not until 
after it had done him great injury. 

“ The trouble about all this,” said Mr. Ray- 
ner, ‘‘ is that a newspaper has been taken too 
seriously. Never quarrel with a news- 


] paper.’’ he continued, “ unless you own one 


yourself.’’ 

Mre Rayner said hé was a friend of the 
American press, and if he had had the oppor- 
tunity of consulting Mr. Hodgson he would 
have said to him: “ Be a little careful how 
you converse with an enterprising newspaper 
reporter and be extremely careful not to 
qualify any statement he may charge you 
with having made, no matter how innocent 
you may be.” It was a case of confiding in- 
nocence, he said, upon the one side and bus!- 


ness enterprise upon the other. 


Idle Charges Ever Possible. 


‘There are a hundred idle charges,’ he 
continued, “that you could bring against 
Admiral Schley, or any one else, if you ran- 
sack and pillage our careers. Upon this 
specification I desire to say that the whole 
controversy had passed into history long be- 
fore the specification was framed; that both 
of the parties to it were satisfied; that the 
honor of the navy is not in the slighest de- 

ree involved, and the unblemished honor of 


| Admiral Schley not sullied.in a single place.” 


Mr. Rayner then took up the first specifica- 
tion—Schley’s conduct during the campaign. 
** Now we come to Mr. Wood and Mr. Potts,”’ 
he began. “Mr. Potts and Mr. Wood; 
Mr, Wood and Mr, Potts.’’ [Laughter in the 
court.] After reading the testimony of sev- 
eral officers ag to the splendid bearing of 
Schley, Mr. Rayner read the testimony of 
Mr. Potts to the effect that Schley appeared 
nervous, ‘that he got up and sat down.”’ 


Potts Wins Undying Fame. 


** Lieutenant Potts,”’ went on Mr. Rayner, 
“has covered himself with renown. His 
name will echo through the ages of undying 
fame. When Manila shall be forgotten and 
Santiago will be buried in oblivion, the name 
of Potts shall live. Whenever an Admiral 
or a Commodore or a Captain is engaged in 
the carnage of mortal conflict, beware of 
Potts. Beware of your looks. Be careful 
how you walk. Be careful how you sit down. 
Be reserved and reticent in your speech. 
Model your entire course and conduct of ac- 
tion according to Potts, that precocious child 
of the kindergarten, who confesses that he 
was always scared when he was in battle, but 
who, unfortunately, was never engaged in 
any . battle sufficient enough even to arouse 
his timidity.’’ 

At this point Captain Lemly protested 
against Mr. Rayner’s strictures of Lieuten- 
ant Commander Potts, and his protest led to 
a dramatic scene in the courtroom. 


Lemly Disputes Statement. 

“Mr. President,” sald Captain Lemly, “I 
think counsel asked to be interrupted if 
he did not abide by the facts. Now he is 
not abiding by the facts. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Potts has never said that he was 
always scared when he was in battle. He 
is traducing the reputation of an officer who 
is well known to you, an officer of ability 
and high standing. He is not abiding by 
the facts. 

‘* Many instances have occurred in which 
counsel has absolutely misetated the evi- 
dence, and I think he should be compelled to 
abide absolutely by the facts, particularly 
when he is attempting to traduce the reputa- 
tion of an officer. He has no right to speak 
in this manner of an officer who is above 
any such assault.” 

Mr. Rayner—And you have no right to 
traduce the reputation of Admiral! Schley. 
I shall traduce the reputation of any man 
who I think has not established his reputa- 
tion. You say I have made a remark that he 
said he was scared. | 

Captain Lemig—There again he is !naccur- 
ate and is not stating the fact. 

Mr. Rayner—I thought my brother had 
abandoned these tempestuous rages. If I 
made a misstatement and he had spoken to 
me about it quietly I would have taken it 
back, 

Mr. Rayner then read from the evidence 
of Mr. Potts to prove his statement about 
the latter being scared. ‘How does that 
suit you?’ he asked. 


Declares Rayner Unreliable. 

“It does not suit,’ Captain Lemly said. 
“1 still say it@s incorrectly stated, and, may 
the court please, I do not think that counsel 
should say this is an attempt to traduce 
Admiral Schley. I am here not because I 
wanted to be, but because it is my duty. I 
was ordered to come and I think it is unjust‘ 
and it shows how utterly unréliable he ts in 
his statements.”’ 

Mr. Rayner—I do not think the court will 
permit this. You must not make a state- 
ment of that sort. I will not permit it. 

Admiral Dewey—No. 

Mr Rayner—He is not only unreliable, but 
offensive. 

Captain Lemly—Counsel gets up and says 
that we are, in the discharge of a most 
painful duty, trying to traduce Admiral 
Schley. 

Mr. Rayner—I have borne willing testi- 
mcny to the impartiality with which he has 
tried his case and the delicate position he 
occupies. But I do ask my brother not to 
get up and contradict me and say that I 
am unreliable when I read the testimony 
that sustains me. I appreciate the position 
he is in. He has filled that position as well 
and faithfully as it could possibly be filled 
by any one. I have not said a word in crit- 
idism of his conduct. It is only when he 
refers to my traducing an officer that I 
have the same right to refer to his traducing 
Admiral Schley. 


Admiral Dewey Restores Peace. 

Admiral Dewey—The court, of course, will 
read all the testimony that has been given. 
We will be governed by the testimony. We 
know exactly what Lieutenant Commander 
Potts said. He said he was scared, but coun- 
sel did enlarge a little on it. 

Mr. Rayner—Yes, I probably did enlarge. 

Captain Lemly—And that said, lam sorry 
I made the remark. 

Admiral Dewey—It is only one day more 
and I think we ought to get along peacefully. 

Mr. Rayner then took up the fifth specifica- 
tion, alleging disobedience of the orders of 
May 25.

EUGENE E. SCHMITZ 


UNION TABOR CAMDIDATE i, 
ELECTED MAYOR OF SAN FRANCISCO 


The election of Eugene F. Schmitz, Union Labor candidate for Mayor of San Fran- 


cisco, was unexpected, although it was known the Republican and Democratic candi- 
dates would be scratched to some extent, the former because of his machine affiliations 
and the latter because of a party split. Schmitz received a majority of several thousand 
votes. He is an orchestra leader and the manager of a large machine shop. He has 
made himself popular with labor by raising wages in his shop when other shops re- 
fused. In the sections of the city occupied by workingmen he received more than the 
combined vote of his opponents, and in other sections held his own. Until this year he 
was known as a Republican, but was never active in politics. 
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disobeyed orders, if he had betrayed his 
country, if he had disobeyed in bad faith, Mr.

' Easy to Criticise After Deed. 


“Is a commanding officer away from 
home,”’ he asked, ‘‘ to be stripped of every 
prerogative that he ought to possess in or- 
der to determine upon the exigencies of the 
occasion? If he acts honestly, according to 
the best judgment and light that he has, is 
he to be branded and consigned to ignominy 
because some one else in the same situation 
would have adopted a different course? It 
is easy enough at this hour to pass criticism 
upon the conduct of the campaign. The 
question, however, is not to determine what 
is the condition of our minds today, but what 
was the condition of Admiral Schley’s mind 
at the hour when the events took place. 

‘* We know now that the Spanish fleet was 
in Santiago on the 19th of May, but on that 
day the whole world was doubtful upon the 
subject. Upon this branch of the investiga- 
tion I stand by the testimony of the Cuban 
pilot, by the information conveyed by the 
Adula, by the conversation undoubtedly had 
with Captain Sigsbee, by the unintentional 
failure upon the part of Captains Wise and 
Jewell. to convey to Admiral Schley even the 
purport of the messages they had received. 

“‘And, what is more than all, I stand by the 
plat as to the chasing capacity of the ships. 
with the coal og hand which has been filed in 
this case, an imperishable document so far 
as this controversy is concerned, because it 
exonerates the Admiral from the slightest 
criticism or censure. And, standing upon 
this evidence, I plead for what I know he 
will receive—an impartial verdict from this 
tribunal.”’ 

Mr. Rayner then took up the consideration 
of specification 4, covering “the circum- 
stances attending the arrival of the fiying 
squadron off Santiagv, che reasons for its 
retrograde turn westward and departure 
from off Santiago and the propriety there- 
of.”’. 


Deems Sigsbee in a Predicament. 


Mr. Rayner referred at length to the meet- 
ing of Commodore Schley with Captain Sigs- 
bee, then in command of the St. Paul, upon 
the arrival of the flying squadron off Santi- 
ago. Speaking of the Captain, he said: 

‘‘A more honest witness than he never 
took the witness stand, nor is there a more 
gallant and efficient officer of the navy than 
he is. Unfortunately, he has gotten himself 
into a predicament because against him Is an 


ence to the communications he held with 
Commodore Schley off Santiago, and which 
absolutely justifies the Admiral in taking the 
course he did. 

‘Let me see whether I am fight about 
this,”” he went on, “‘ because this my brothers 
consider the most important part of the case. 
Who was there when Schley got there? He 
met the Yale and the St. Paul and the Min- 
neapolis. Who was on the Yale? Captain 
Wise. Who was on the St. Paul? Captain 
Sigsbee. Captain Jewell was on the Minne- 
apolis. Not a man of them except Sigsbee 
communicated with Commodore Schley. I 
am not blaming them nor criticising them, 
but it is an unfortunate combination of cir- 
cumstances, unfortunate for the Commodore. 
that he is made the victim. Why he should 
be selected from the whole mass of officers of 
the navy I cannot understand.” : 

Continuing, Mr. Rayner said these vessels 
were scouting around there for six or seven 
days and did not make any effort to com- 
municate with the insurgents. 

Captain Lemly here interrupted Mr. Ray- 
ner, asking to whom he referred when he said 
that the evidence showed them to have been 
there six or seven days. 

Mr. Rayner—Captain Sigsbee got there on 
the 21st. Wise was there three days. 

Captain Lemly—That is not six or seven 
days. 

Mr. Rayner—That is right; correct me, but 
don’t get mad about it. 


Lemly Denies Being ‘“‘ Mad.” 


Captain Lemly—O, I never get mad. I 
may get angry, but I am not a bit mad, not 
a bit. 

Mr. Rayner—My recollection is that Cap- 
tain Sigsbee was there for six days and Wise 
for three or four days. I do not recollect 
how long Captain Jewell was there. Those 
ships were there for the purpose of finding 
out if the Spanish fleet was in Santiago, the 
same purpose that Commodore Schley was 
there for. They did not find ott. Commodore 
Schley did. They go scot free and Commo- 
dore Schley is to be condemned. 

Mr. Rayner then referred to the depart- 
ment dispatch of May 19, which Rear Ad- 
miral [then Captain] Cotton testified to de- 
livering on board the Brooklyn, and in which 
the positive stateffent was made that the 
Spanish fleet was in the harbor at Santiago, 
and said that it was certain it never had been 
received by the Commodore. He also stated 
that Cotton had not himself produced the dis- 
patch while on the stand, but that it was 

He also asserted 
that Cotton had not stated positively that 
he had delivered it to the Commodore. 


Misled by Scout’s Captain. 

Returning again to Captain Sigsbee’s testi- 
mony he said that in addition to Schley, 
Messrs. Graham, Cronan, Marble, and Hare 
each and all had stated that Captain Sigsbee 
had said that the Spanish fleet was not in 
Santiago harbor. He then quoted from the 
testimony of these witnesses and also from 
a letter written by Captain Sigsbee himseif 
at the time im which he said: “No news 
here; I have seen absolutely nothing of the 
Spanish fleet.” 

**Not only that,” continued Mr. Rayner, 
‘but on the 29th of May Captain Sigsbee 
wrote an official report that the day before, 
when he saw the American vessels going 
eastward, he thought they might be. the 


lieve Captain Sigsbee from this unfortunate 
failure of his recollection. INo one charges 
him with telling an untruth. No man 
would dare to do it. He has just failed. to 
recollect. The impression upon evérybody 
the Admiral spoke to on the subject was 
that the fleet was not in Santiago. 

“If Captain Sigsbee had not said to Com- 
meodore Schley the Spanish fleet was not in 
there Commodore Schley never would have 
gone to the westward on what is called his 
retrograde movement. More than that, 
Captain Sigsbee put a Cuban pilot on board 
Commodore Schley's ship and that pilot im- 
pressed the Commodore with the idea that 
the Spanish ships could not get in there. 

“ All things created in the mind of Com- 
mode Schley the indelible impression that 
the Spanish fleet was not in the harbor of 
Santiago. This absolutely justified his 
tnovement to the west. : 


All Proof Showed Foe Not There. 


‘‘Every incident around there, Captain 
Jewell’s failure to communicate, Captain 
Wise’s absolute failure to communicate, Cap- 
tain Cotton’s failure to communicate, be- 
cause the dispatches he received could never 
have been delivered to Commodore Schley 
at that time, as they were dated afterward; 
Captain Sigsbee’s positive assurances, the 
putting of the Cuban pilot on board, every- 
thing, may it please the court, conveyed 
doubt to the mind of Commodore Schley. ‘I 
want coal,’ was his cry. “I have got to get 
coal. I cannot coal here. I have a broken- 
down collier.’ 

“My brother here has interlaced that dis- 
patch and torn it word for word. But there 
is not a falsehood on the face of it. Com- 
modore Schley was perfectly right in saying 
that he had a worthless collier, because for 
twenty-four hours, according to the testi- 
mony of Captain Miller, it was absolutely 
helpless. 

“With a broken-down collier, with the 
Marblehead, which could not coal; with the 
Texas, which because of projecting sponsons 
could not coal; with both of these ships with 
only a sufficient amount of coal on hand to 
get half way to Martinique; with the posi- 
tive assurance of Captain Sigsbee, sustained 
and corroborated by the Cuban pilot, that 
the fleet was not in Santiago, he did the only 
thing he could do, and that was to turn to 
the west for coal, But he never went in that 
direction a mile farther than was necessary. 
for when the weather cleared and the sea be- 
came smooth he coaled. Then he returned to 
his position off Santiago, discovered the 
Cristobal Colon, gave battle on July 3, and 
struck down the Spanish fleet, at the same 
time taking from Spain her ancient posses- 
sions on the face of the American continent.” 

Mr. Rayner closed at 3:30 o’clock, having 
spoken about three hours. The large audi- 
ence broke: into applause when he concluded 
and the members of the court as well as 
others congratulated him upon his speech. 

The court then adjourned until 2 p. m. 
tomorrow, when Captain Lemly. will deliver 
the closing argument for the government. 

Sampson’s Attorney Protests. 

E. 8. Theall, acting on behalf of Stayton & 
Campbell, retained by Rear Admiral Samp- 
son to look after the latter’s interest before 
the court of inquiry, today sent a letter to 
the court of inquiry protesting against the 
inclusion in the record of certain statements 
deemed to réflect upon Sampson’s conduct 
at Santiago. 

The letter is addressed to Admiral Dewey, 
as President of the court, and is as follows: 

“1. While fully cognizant of and abiding 
by the decision of the court that Rear Ad- 
miral W. T. Sampson, U. 8. N., is not a party 
interested and that notice will be given the 
Admiral when the court so considers him, I 
have the honor to make the following request 
on behalf of the Admiral: 

“2. Argument by counsel being matters of 
record in the case and receiving wide circula- 
tion with the public, itis respectfully submit- 
ted that argument by counsel upon matters 
regarding any official acts of Admiral Samp- 
son which he has not been permitted to de- 
fend, and which the court by an expressed 
ruling has excluded from the evidence in the 
case, is eminently improper, and it is reapect- 
fully requested that the statement made by 
counsel for Admiral Schiey in argument yes- 
terday at the close of the afternoon session 
to the effect that Admiral Sampson permitted 
the Spanish cruiser Colon to He in sight with- 
out attacking the harbor of Santiago, Cuba, 
from the time of his arrival on June 1, 1898, 
to about 10:35 a. m. of that day be either 
stricken from the record in the case or evi- 
dence be introduced by which Admiral Samp- 
son may be permitted to defend such a grave 
accusation involving his honor as a nave’ 
officer. 

‘It is further most earnestly and most re- 
spectfully requested that counsel in the fu- 
ture be restricted to the evidence adduced as 
regards the official acts of Admiral Samp- 
son and not be permitted to include those 
matters expressly ruled out by the court and 
which the Admiral has not been permitted 
to defend, by preventing a manifest injustice, 
and thetintroduction of accusations against 
the Admiral in the record by indirect means, 
which was deemed improper by the court by 
direct means.”’

James Conway Is Protected by Robert

SEEK A LAWYEH'S VIEWS. 


Hold That the Recent Ruling of | 
the Supreme Court Does 
Not Apply. 

TELL OF WRONG IMPRESSION 


The contradiction of an impression that all 
manufacturing concerns came within the 
scope of the recent tax decision of the IIli- 
nois Supreme Court engaged the attention of 
the Real Estate board at its meeting yester- 
day. - The Industria! Location committee was 
instructed to secure a legal opinion covering 
the matter and to circulate it extensively. 

The question was brought up by R. E. 
Ismond, chairman of the Industria! Location 
committee, who said he was satisfied from 
the tenor of some of the letters he had re- 
ceived recently that much misunderstanding 


existed in various parts of the country regard- 
ing the effect of the decision on all corpora- 
tions, .imcluding manufacturing concerns. 
He asked the board to take action in the mat- 
ter, and a motion then made by Duniap 
Smith that an opinion be secured was adopt- 
ed. 

After the meeting members of the board 
expressed ‘themselves regarding the effect 
of the decision as follows: 

R. E. Ismond—The decision in no way changed 
the status of manufacturing concerns. They are 
exempt .from taxation, under the law and the 
decision can in no way change the law. 

H. 8. Dietrich, President of the board—While I 
am no lawyer, I am convinced the decision can 
have no bearing on the law on the statute books 
which exempts manufacturing concerns from tax- 
ation. 

George Birkhoff Jr.—Conditions as regards the 
manufacturing industry have not been changed 
by the decision. 

J. B. Galioway—It is absolutely c@ftain that the 
status of manufacturing corporations is the same 
as before the decision. They were exempted from 
taxation by statute and no court decision can over- 
throw that. ves

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PBLLS TALE OF DUNNING, 


CHARGES AGAINST DR. EBERLEIN 
MADE IN ANONYMOUSLETTER. 


Says Unsterilized Needle Used by House 
Physician Caused Death of Patient, 
and Cause of Another’s Demise Was 
Misrepresented—Accused Man Denies 
the Statement, Which Is Thought to 
Have Been Written by an Attendant 
in Insane Hospital. 


An anonymous letter making charges 
against Dr. Charles Eberlein, house physician 
at Dunning, will be investigated by the 
County Civil Service commission. The let- 
ter alleges that one patient died from blood- 
poisoning because Dr. Eberlein sewed up a 
wound, using a needie that had not been 
sterilized. Another patient, it is stated, 
died from drinking dandruff cure and Dr. 
Eberlein made out a certificate giving pneu- 
monia as the cause. 

Dr. Eberlein ‘denies the charges entirely,’ 
The letter is supposed to have been written 
by an attendant at the hospital. 8 


Details of the Charges. 


According to the letter a patient was in- 
jured several months ago in such a man- 
ner that fit was necessary to sew up the 
wound. An attendant named Edward For- 
sayth was instructed to procure needles and 
gauze and he turned them over to Dr. Eber- 
lein, telling him, the letter says, that the 
needles had not been sterilized. Notwith- 
standing the warning, it is alleged, the doc- 
tor sewed up the wound, and in a few days 
the patient died from blood poisoning. 

The letter further states that some time 
later Forsayth, who occupied a room in the 
attendants’ quarters went away, leaving the 
door of his roofn open; while he was gone 
one of the patients entered the room, and, 
finding a bottle of dandruff cure, drank the 
contents and died in twenty minutes. For- 
sayth left the hospital six months ago. 

It is set forth in the charges that Dr. Eber- 
lein was informed of the facts but made out 
a certificate stating that death had resulted 
from pneumonia. 

Dr. Eberlein was surprised last night when 
he was told of the charges. 

‘“T do not understand why even an anon- 
ymous letter was written,’ said he, “for 
there is absolutely no ground for any such 
charges. There has been no death from 
blood poisoning here for over a year. In 
my recollection there never was an opera- 
tion in Forsayth’s ward in which needles 
were used. As concerns the charge about the 
death from drinking dandruff cure I would 
have no reason to conceal the cause.” 

Edward Forsayth lives! in South Chicago 
at 10150 Exchange avenue. He was reported 
out of town last night. 


Hearing of Nurses Friday. 
Charges against Mrs. Kate Green and 
Miss May Sheat, nurses at Dunning, will be 
heard by the commissioners on Friday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock. The nurses are charged 
with depriving two patients of food. 
Augusta Roda, an insane patient, was 
found dead in her bed at the Dunning in- 
stitution on Tuesday morning. The expla- 
nation of the physician that she had died 
from dementia was not sufficient for Super- 
intendent Lange. A Coroner’s physician 
found by a post-mortem examination that 
the wonran died from natural causes. 


Respondents in Contempt 
File Reply to Amended Information 
—Ready to Push Proceedings. 


The answer to the amendments to the bill 
of information in the contempt proceedings 

nst the publishers and editors of 
Hearst’s Chicago American was filed with 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

The respondents assert that the amend- 
ments are insufficient in law‘ and were not 
filed in a legal way. Allegations are also 
made that the entire proceeding is a criminal 
one and that Judge Hanecy has no jurisdic- 
tion.

HOPE 0 SOLVE MURDER 


POLICE THINK A PRISONER CAN 
GIVE INFORMATION, 


Believe Dominic. Ducci May Throw 
' Light on Finding of Natoli’s Body at 
Western Avenue and Rice Street— 
Coroner’s Jury Hears Story of Leoni 
and Adjourns Ten Days—Wagon 
Traced from Down-Town—Five More 


Arrests Made. 


One Italian, now under arrest at the West 
Chicago Avenue Station, is believed by the 
police to be able to solve the mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of Antonio Natoli, 
The prisoner gives Dominic Ducci as his 
name. He told Inspector Kalas some things 
about Michael Leoni and companions that 
convinced the inspector he knew more than 
he would tell. 

Besides Ducci and Leoni the police have 
in custody six Italians. One, Dominic Ver- 
noni, was arrested in the morning, and five 
were. arrested last night. 
pending an examination this morning. They 
were found, four of them on Grand avenue 
and one on North Halsted street, All are 
said to have worked with Natoli at Liver- 
more. The pelice are reticent about the ar- 
rests, but hope some of the prisoners can 
help explain the finding of Natoli’s body in a 
barrel at Western avenue and Rice street. 

It is the opinion of the police that five 
persons committed the murder for the pur- 
pose of getting the money, Natoli was known 
to possess. To the present time no one has 
been found who can say where Natoli spent 
Saturday and Sunday nights, 

The jury summoned by Deputy Coroner 
Felix Senff viewed the remhins at the under- 
taking rooms, 875 West Chicago avenue,.and 
listened to the testimony of two witnesses, 
after which it adjourned for ten days. 


The wagon in which it is supposed the body 
was conveyed to the prairie has been traced | 


by the police. It was seen first late on Mon- 
day night at Taylor street and Fifth avenue. 
The detectives traced the wagon south to 
Twelfth street, where it crossed the viaduct 
and thence drove west to Oakley avenue. At 
that point the trail ended. 

Leoni says that all he ever knew of the 
murdered man was learned during his ac- 
quaintance with him as a laborer, they hav- 
ing first met last July in Janesville, Wis. 

‘Three crews were at work for the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad company 
when I met Natoli at Jenesville,”’ said Leoni 
before the Coroner's pury. I was foreman 
over one crew and Natoli was a member of 
another. The men struck and ‘all ef us re- 
turned to Chicago. Here I again met:Natolli 
and we went to Le Moyne, Ia., for the North- 
western road. Then we went to Marshall- 
town, Livermore, Humboldt, and Badge... On 
Oct. 27*we went to Minnesota. Returning we 
arrived in Chicago on Saturday morning, 
Nov. 2. I found a room at 415 Clark street. 
Natali went away by himself, but I saw him 
near Clark and Harrison streets on Sunday 
morning. I was on one side of the street and 
he on the other. We did not speak,”’ 

Leoni said Natoli was quiet. While the 


others spent all their money in wild living 


Natoli was frugal. 

Roxy Cantore, the saloonkeeper at 63 West 
Erie street, who identified the body of Na- 
toli, said he had known Natoli a year. He 
was 35 years old and born in Sicily. 

Both Ducci and Leoni were arrested in a 
lodging-house at 415 Clark street. The pro- 
prietor has proven reticent when questioned.

Similar reports come from dealers 
all over the corn belt, and it is, of course, the 
experience of Chicago buyers.

TAYLOR TELLS OF WATER DEAL. 


New York Financier in the Grand 
Rapids Scandal Declared He Got © 
Back Most of His Money. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Nov. 6.—[Special.J—

STOCK TRADING INCREASES 


VOLUME OF BUSINESS GOES UP TO 
1,500,000 SHARES. 


Northwestern Railroad Situation Gen- 
erally Believed to Have Been Settled 
to Satisfaction of Leading Interests 
—Union Pacific Supplies One-Fifth of 
Tetal Transactions — Entire List 
Moves in Sympathy with Northern 
Pacific. | 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—[Special.}]—For the 
first time in nearly two months the transac- 
tions in stocks were in excess of 1,500,000 
shares. Fhe principal cause stimulating 
speculation was the conviction that a settle- 
ment has finally been reached regarding the 
Northwestern railway situation. There is 
unquestionably ample reason for this view, 
though authoritative information upon the 
subject Is still lacking. 

It must be admitted that such enormous 
transactions as took place today in Union 
Pacific, in St. Paul, and in Southern Pacific, 
ut sharp advances in the two first named, re- 
flect the conviction on the part of those who 
ure conducting the negotiations for the es- 
tablishment of satisfactory relations between 


and the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy and 
the Union Pacific companies that an agree- 
ment is not far distant. Union Pacific sup- 
plied a fifth of the total sales, and closed at 
a met advance of 4% points. St. Paul, on 
transactions of over 100,000 shares, closed 
nearly 5 points higher than on Monday. 

The movement in these stocks naturally in- 
fluenced the entire list. The short interest 
became alarmed and bought extensively, and 
London dealers, who have recently sold calls 
upon large amounts of American stocks, par- 
ticularly Union Pacific, running until the 
end of the year, hastened to protect a por- 
tion of their ventures by purchasing stocks 
in this market, as the supply abroad is com- 
paratively small. It is estimated that for- 
eign arbitzage houses bought about 85,000 
shares on balance. 

The noteworthy dealings outside of Union 
Pacific and St. Paul: were in Missouri and 
Atchison common at net advance of more 
than 2 points, in Southern railway issues, 
the common holding third place in respect to 
activity, in Metropolitan Street railway, 
Manhattan railway, and People’s Gas. The 
last named was depressed sharply in the early 
dealings, and in spite of a subsequent recov- 
ery closed fractionally lower. The market 
for it is still depressed by the franchise de- 
cision of the Illinois Supreme Court. Amal- 
gamated Copper was also heavy, and on com- 
paratively light transactions Sugar Refining 
sustained a net loss of 1% per cent because 
of the reduction in the price of refined sugars 
to meet the cut made by the Arbuckles last 
week.

The argument advanced in connection with 
the improvement in Southern railway issues 
is that the preferred stock is likely to be 
placed upon a 5 per cent basis in the near 
future. It is also suggested that the common 
is being bought in the interest of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. The speculation in South- 
ern Pacific may logically be regarded as sym- 
pathetic with the movement in Union Pacific. 
Regarding Missouri Pacific, the street is of 
the opinion that the pool, composed of inter- 
ests controlling the company, which was 
active in the stock during the spring and 
summer, has been reorganized and has re- 
sumed operations. In the early dealings 
Metropolitan Street railway was depressed 
nearly 2 points, but In the afternoon the stock 
was taken in hand in.a manner that appar- 
ently caused considerable trepidation on the 
part of the large short interest in it, and in 
consequence it closed 8 points higher than on 
Monday. ‘ 

In the late trading the impression began to 
prevail that the first definite news regarding 
the Northwestern railway settlement might 
come from a meeting of the stockholders of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
company, which was held in Chicago today. 
This is the new corporation that was organ- 
ized recently to virtually succeed the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad com- 
‘pany as an operating company. The street 
got the idea that in making up the perma 
nent board of directors of the new company 
the Union Pacific management would be 
given representation. This view was not 
confirmed, as the meeting referred to was 
adjourned to.Nov. 14. 4 

In what manner the St. Paul company fig- 
ures in the plans that are being matured 
in reference to the Northwestern situation, 
no one in a position to do so has furnished 
any information. There is, of course, the 
constantly recurring report of a contem- 
plated alliance of some sort between the 
Union Pacific and the St. Paul system, but 
the only confirmation of {t is obtained from 
the stock tape, and that, as heretofore, may 
be misleading. 

The list of active stocks that enjoyed net 
advances of a point or more included Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, Denver and Rio 
Grande issues, Great Northern preferred, 
St. Louls and San Francisco common, St. 
Lawrence and Adirondack, St. Louis South- 
western preferred, Texas Pacific, Rock Is- 
land, Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg, and 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois. Of the in- 
dustrial stocks consolidated Gas, General 
Electric, and Colorado Fuel made the great- 
est progress toward higher prices. On the 
purchase of 100 shares United States Ex- 
press recovered its semi-annual dividend of 
2 per cent. 

The dealings in bonds were also the largest 
in many weeks, aggregating over $6,000,000 
par value. Union Pacific convertible 4s,, 
Wabash debenture Bs, Southern Pacific col- 
lateralegtrust 4s, St. Louis and Southwestern 
seconds, Baltimore and Ohio issues, and 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy joint 4s were 
chiefly responsible for the large increase in 
the total sales. The, general improvement 
extended to the outside market, where the 
noteworthy dealings were in American Can 
issues, at a recovery in prices, in dominion 
securities, which made a new high record, 
selling and closing at 8¥; Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Memphis preferred, and White 
Knob Copper, which soid at 21%. 

Further engagements of gold for shipment 
to Europe tomorrow aggregate $1,250,000, of 
which $260,000 goes direct to Loadon as a 
special transaction.

STRIKE AT SCRANTON MINES. 


Five Thousand Men Called Out at Eight 
Collieries, Which Resulted in the 
Stopping of All Work. 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 6.—[{Special.]—Presi- 
dent Nicholls of District No. 1 issued an 
order late thie afternoon calling out on strike 
5,000 men employed at eight collieries of 
the Temple Iron company. The strike order 
will take effect on Monday. 

The strike was caused by the blackMsting of 
a number of men employed at Mount Look- 
out and Harry E. collieries. Three months 
ago the employés of the Lehigh Valley com- 
pany at the Maltby colliery went on strike 
because of the discharge of a union man who 
refused to take the place of one of the strik- 
ing firemen. The strike is stillon. From 
time to time various of the strikers sought 
and secured work at the adjacent collieries 
of other companies. . 


Fifty of them got places at the three col- 


lieries of the Temple company in that imme- 
diate region, thirty-five at the Mount Look- 
out, fourteen at the Harry E, and five at the 
Forty-Four. Ten days ago these fifty men 
were dismissed, and they asserted their dis- 
charge Was the result of a blackHst. 

The company today shut down all of {ts 
eight collieries in anticipation of the strike.

The witnesses 
are at Pago-Pago and the trial will be hela 
there. Three Admirals, members of the 
court, have gone to Pago-Pago on two gov- 
ernment vessels the coal bills of which will 
amount to $60,000. Other expenses will carry 
the total cost of the court-martial up to 
$150,000. Whether Commander Tilley is con- 
victed or acquitted, the government will be 
out that much money. The accused officer, 
if convicted, could not make the government 
whole if he were to work for it for nothing 
during the rest of his life.

New York City, and empha- 
- gises the conclusion that in 
the large cities local elections are departing 
from the old partisan methods. Year by year 
municipal voters are less bound by party 
obligations when merely local issues are in- 
volved, and this was strikingly illustrated by 
the election in San Francisco. The respective 
candidates were Wells, Republican; Tobin, 
Democrat; and Schmitz, Trades Union. 
Wells was called the candidate of ‘the 
machine, a corporation manipulator, an ad- 
vocate of a wide-open city, an agent of the 
Southern Pacific railroad in its land-grab- 
bing schemes, and the creature of all the 
bosses. He expected to be elected because 
it was an off year and Republican voters 
would pay little attention to the charges 
against him. He failed in his caicula- 
tions. The Republican defection amount- 
ed to a landslide, but, curiously enough, 
it was not much in favor of Tobin, 
the Democratic candidate, who is a popular 
man, as of Schmitz, the leader of the new 
party organized by the trades unions, large 
‘pumbers of whose members have voted with 
the Republicans in the past. Tobin is de- 
feated, Wells and the machine are worse 
| defeated, and Schmitz, whose election was not 
expected by any one, comes to the front as 
leader of the Trades Union party and Mayor 
‘of San Francisco. Truly, !t is the day of the 
independent voter in municipal politics. 


INTOLERABLE TELEPHONE SERVICE. 

Tue Tripvune recently stated that in one 
out of every five telephone calls there was 
likely to be an annoying experience of bad 
service. The statement probably erred as 
an underestimate of the percentage of bad 
service. It may be that one out of three 
_is nearer the truth. The experience of a 

reporter last Monday would indi- 
cate as much. Of three calls, one was exe- 
cuted promptly. The second was executed 
in eight minutes, after two wrong connec- 
tions had been made. The third took four 
minutes, during which time a conversation 
which was being carried on by two unknown 
persons was broken into. 

That the telephone service in this city 
vecasions an inexcusable and insufferable 
waste of time and patience is plain. It is 
also plain that the alluring “ nickel-a-duay 
party-line ” service, with an allowable max:- 
mum of ten users on a single line, is responsi- 
ble for much of the waste. This service, 
which has been much extended of late, is not 
only a “cheap” service in more ways than 
one but it entails an overburdening of be- 
fore inadequate trunk and exchange facili- 
ties. A West Side druggist informed Tu» 
Tripune yesterday that after trying unsuc- 
cessfully for four days and for not-less 
than twenty times to get a connection on 
such a South Side “ party line,” he had actu- 
ally been compelled to send a messenger. 

It is not reasonable that one should spend 
eight minutes—or two minutes—in getting 
connection with a ‘phone which is not 
“busy.” The people of Chicago are, as 
a whole, paying a high price for poor tele- 
phone service, and those who pay the ex- 
cessive—and, according to the Corporation 

‘Counsel, illegal—rates for full “ unlimited ” 
accommodations, are subjected to the clog- 
ging of inadequate central machinery by the 
extension of cheap “ party-line” connec- 
tions. 

The “nickel in the slot ” customer gets 
in the way of the customer who pays for 
the use of the high-priced instrument. There 
should be less of this interference on Sun- 
day than on a week day, and yet there is 
some on that day.

It is obvious that effective public reguta- 
tion, based on adequate and comparative 
knowledge of telephone systems, accom- 
modations, and rates elsewhere, is the only 
guaranty which the Chicago public can have 
for proper telephone accommodations. 


DO NOT CALL IT “REFUBLICAN.” 
There is a disposition in some quarters 
to call the result of the election in New York 
City “‘a Republican victory.” No graver 
error of judgment or taste can well be com- 
mitted. New York is normally a Demw- 
cratic city. It is so anti-Republican that 
it was carried by Bryan last year. 

That city was not carried by the Repub- 
licans last Tuesday, nor was the Democratic 
party “defeated.” There was a fusion of 
the best elements of both political parties 
in support of the ticket headed by Seth Low. 
Some vicious and criminal Republicans vot- 
ed against it. Tens of thousands of good 
Democrats voted for it. 

Seth Low is a Republican, but he is an 
independent one. He is so independent that 
he voted for Cleveland and probably for 
many other Democratic candidates. 

The man on the fusion ticket who made 
the most spectacular and forceful campaign 
and who ran thousands of votes ahead of 
Low in the Boroughs of Manhattan and The 
Broux, in which alone votes were cast for 
the county office for which he was running, is 
not a Republican. That man—William T. 
Jerome—is a Democrat of long descent, con- 
spicuous for his courage and his honesty, 
and respected on account of his convictions, 
which he pluckily stood up-for on and off the 
stump. 

The fusion candidate for the important 
office of Controller is a Democrat. Of the 
other candidates on that ticket some are 
Republicans where national politics are et 
issue, while some are Democrats. But the 
political status of the men on that ticket 
interested little the voters who marked their 
ballots for it. They were not seeking to 
elect men to carry out the doctrines of a 
political organization, but to enforce the 
laws and govern the city honestly and 
wisely. | 

To see a political triumph in the New 
York election is to ignore the real and im- 
portant significance of that most interest- 
ing event. It holds out hope of the future 
emancipation of all municipal governmeuis 
from national politics and of their control 
by the best elements of both parties instead 
of the worst elements of one or both. 


BRYANISM FADING AWAY. 

Some days ago Mr. William J. Bryan was 
asked what he thought the result was going 
to be in the States which held elections day 
before yesterday. He declined to commit 
himself. All he was willing to say was that 
the Democrats in some of the States in ques- 
tion were wandering from what he considers 
the true faith, as laid dewn in the Chicago 
and Kansas City platforms. | 

In looking over the election returns Mr. | 
Bryan will find nothing to encourage him. 
These returns show that he and his special 
doctrines are slipping farther and farther 
into the background. The Democracy is no 
longer going to take advice from him. He 
has ceased to be the leader. é 

The Eastern Democrats practically cut 
loose from Bryanism this year. The gold 
. Democrats regained control of the party 
machinery. The result is that in New Jer- 
sey the Democrats have cut down consider- | 
ably the heavy Republican majorities of re- 
cent years. They have made a better show- 
ing-in Massachusetts than for some years. 

The lowa Democratic convention glad- 
| dened the heart of Mr. Bryan by putting 
“16 to 1” in the platform after a sharp 
struggle. But the party has met with a 
defeat in that State more emphatic than 
that of last year. That is the result of cling- 
ing to Bryanism, In Mr. Bryan's own State 
ot’ Nebraska the Democrats and Pepulists 
fused, but they were unable to elect their 
ticket. They worked hard to win. They 
had every reason to expect a light Repub- 
lican vote, but it is evident that Mr. Bryan 
is held in no higher tsteem by the people of 
his own State now than he was last year. 

The Ohio Democrats let the free silver 
question alone and thereby incurred Mr. 
Bryan's displedsure. The poor showing 
made by the Democrats in that State is to 
be ascribed not to their abandonment of 
Bryan’s monetary heresies but other causes. 

These features of Tuesday's elections 
which have been referred to are gratifying. 
They indicate plainly that Mr. Bryan is 
ceasing to be a factor in American politics 
and that the Democratic party is rehabilitat- 
ing itself by returning gradually to its old 
doctrines. 


LI HUNG CHANG DEAD. 

Word comes from Pekin that Li Hung 
Chang is dead. His death removes the best- 
- known, the ablest, and the shrewdest man 
in China, and raises a doubt whether there 
is any one in the Flowery Kingdom big 
enough to wear his yellow waistcoats. 

Li Hung Chang came into public notice 
about the time of the Tai Ping rebellion, and 
the military ability he displayed in harass- 
ing the rebels at first secured for him many 
important commands and subsequently 
still more important political positions, be- 
ginning with that of Viceroy of Kiang Su, 
from which he rose to the highest position in 
the empire next the throne. 

For many years Li Hung Chang was “ the 
grand old man ” of China. If all reports are 
correct he was also the grand old boodler, or 
“ squeezer,” of China, though boodling is 
no crime among Celestials, while a failure 
to boodle when possible is looked on as fool- 
ishness. It has been said that Li Hung 
Chang is one of the world’s richest men. 
His wealth may have been exaggerated by 
his countrymen, but if he made use of his 
many opportunities for piling up riches he 
must have become a plutocrat for China. 

About the time of the outbreak of the war 
with Japan he was at the zenith of his 
power. His pacific advice was not relished 
by the obstinate Dowager Empress, his 
policies were rejected, and China had to pay 
the penalty of that war, which cost so 
dear. His sensible suggestions were not 
followed, and he was removed from 
office, stripped of many waistcoats and 
peacock feathers, and subjected to other 
indignities, but whenever the court found 
itself in extreme difficulties it was always 
Li Hung Chang who was sent for. For in- 
stance, he negotiated the peace with Japan, 
He had traveled much, was conversant with 
Western ways, was a diplomat of unusual

self as adroit a liar as the most accomplished 
of European statesmen. 

That he had not outlived his usefulness 
is shown by the part he took in the settle- 
ment with the allied powers of the recent 
Boxer uprising. In his death China will 
suffer a great loss. His place might be 
filled to some extent by Wu Ting Fang, who, 
report says, has been recalled from this 
country, but the Chinese government will 
not be sikely to select any man for prefer- 
ment who has been as acceptable to a for- 
eign people as' Wu Ting Fang has.been t

NATIONAL DEBT COLLECTING. 
When an individua! has a small money 
claim against somebody his course of action 
is fairly simple. A suit, followed, if neces- 
sary, by an attachment of goods, is usually 
all that is required. A justice of the peace 
and a constable do all that needs to be done. 
The cost ta the creditor is inconsiderable. 

This is the procedure with individuals, 
With nations it is different. France hasa 
bill against Turkey. Finding no interna- 
tional justice shop from which an interna- 
tional constable might be dispatched for the 
purpose of bringing her creditor to time, 
France undertakes to collect the debt her- 
self. Accordingly she sends forth a“ squad- | 
ron of the Orient,” which, under the com- 
mand of an intrepid Admiral, descends upon 
one of the isles of Greece and seizes three 
ports. The unhappy inhabitants may pass 
through a crescendo of misery. To be under 
Turkish rule is bad enough, but to be handed 
over to civilized customs-house officers is 
probably a punishment upon which no im- 
provement could be made. 

The expense to France of collecting the 
debts due her suojects by Turkey will be 
considerable. She may in time get back 
from Turkey the cost of the maintenance 
ef the bill-collecting fleet. But even in that 
case it is still true that the man-of-war and 
customs-house method of collecting money 
is cumbrous and excessively expensive for 
somebody. It costs more sometimes to col- 
lect the bill than the bill was originally 
worth. Some better method ought to be de- 
vised. The present method is an economic 


waste, 


SAVE THE CARAVELS. | 
That is a pretty notion of Alderman Hunt- 
er’s about a “ hospital” for Chicago statues. 
One must hope, however, that the use of 
the word “hospital” does not imply any 
intention of restoring the inmates to the 
outside world after a period of medical or 
esthetic treatment.

There is no reason why statues shou'd 
have greater privileges than human beings. 
As ¢lear a case of insanity can be made 
out against certain of our public works of 
art as against any man or woman who has 
ever been sent to Dunning. Let no distinc- 
tions be made. The pubiic health demands 
the removal of these dangerous monsters 
of stone and bronze. They should be placed 
together in some secluded part of town 
where their cumulative effect will produce 
a local “‘ Chamber of Horrors.” One could 
then make his old friends an occasional per- 
functory visit and could pass the rest of 
his time in peace and quietness. A further 
advantage would be found in the fact that 
in thie way Chicage would secure a kind 
of museum, and the antiquarian of the future 
eould talk about “ the first efforts of our 
forefathers to express their thoughts with 
the chisel.” 
It has been suggested that the new munici- 
pal junkshop should find space for the 
Spanish caravels which are now lying half- 
buried in water in Jackson Park. Such 
a disposition of the interesting little ships 
would be most unfortunate. Chicago has 
already shown a kind of ingratitude in this 
matter. The ships were presented to the 
Columbian Exposition by the Spanish gov- 
ernment. ‘They have a value not only as 
specimens of fifteenth century naval archi- 
tecture but as gifts of friendship. If they 
were absolutely worthless it would still con- 
cern the citizens of Chicago to make much 
of them. But as they are useful for learned 
study and entertaining for public sight-see- 
ing, ordinary self-interest would seem ito 
demand their proper care and exhibition. 
They add to the attractions of the town. In- 
stead of being dumped on the garbage heap | 
they should. be removed from their present 
surroundings, where they are gradually rot- 
ting away, and set up in some place where | 
they can be seen and admired. There are 
few things more picturesque in Chicago, - 
and our stock of things picturesque is still 
but small. The Santa Maria II., with its 
sister boats, the Nina and the Pinta, ought 
to remain as perpetual ornaments of the city. 


COMPETITION CAUSES DISTRESS. 

A recent article in the London Mail reveals 
the extent to which American competition in 
| the shoe trade has seriously affected the con- 

ditions of the English shoe operative. Un- 
able to check the present influx of American 
shoes, many manufacturers at Nottingham 
have been obliged to dismiss large numbers 
of their workmen. The army of the unem- 
ployed has thus secured more recruits than 
the poor relief authorities can handle. The 
approaching winter will be marked in Not- 
, tingham by great suffering and discontent. 

This is one of the most disagreeable feat- 

ures of international competition. The en- 
richment of one country seems to mean too 
often the impoverishment of another in the 
industries particularly affected. Such a re- 
sult, when on a grand scale, reacts upon the 
successful exporter. He cannot long con- 
tinue to sell goods to men who are not earn- 
ing the money with which to buy those 
goods. Both sides must be prosperous in 
order that the trade may continue to be in 
the highest degree profitable. Hence will 
arise the international trust. Such compe- 
tition is ruinous to both competitors. 

But, meanwhile, the Nottingham opera- 
tives are out of work. Their leisure will not 
be without value to them if they spend it in 
meditating on the unparalleled short-sight- 
edness with which they have resisted the 
introduction of labor-saving machinery. As 
individuals and by organizations they have 
held steadily to the old fallacy that improved 
machinery would mean less work. They 
ought to be delivered from this error or they 
will perish in its embraces. Attempts on the 
part of the employers to bring in American 
machinery meet even now with the most 
stupid and stubborn opposition. Such an 
attempt only last month in Nottingham 
came near precipitating a geueral strike. 

During this winter, while they are jn at- 
tendance at the soup kitchens, it is to be 
hoped that the ex-operatives will see how 
neatly they have sliced off their own noses. 
If they will come back next spring with the 
old machinery on the junk heap and the new 
in the shop, they may be able to get steady 
employment. But they must give up totally 
and forever their absurd limitations on the

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The standard fuel of the poorer and mid- 
die classes of Germany consists of brown 
coal briquettes. The briquettes are made by 
reducing brown coal to powder and then 
molding it into little bricks with the addition 
of a quantity of bitumen. The briquettes E 
sell for from $2 to $2.75 a thousand in Berlin. 


briquettes for use as fuel are bei made 
pan peat, of which there are nearly 5,000.- 
000 acres available in the empire. It is ex-k 
pected that these peat briquettes will drive 
coal and other fuels out of the market. 


Most people in Germany live in flats. There 
are few private residences. Furnaces and 
steam heat are almost unknown, the people 
using generally the old and ineffective tije- 
covered stoves, huge square structures, rising 
from floor to ceiling and looking most like 
monuments to some “dear departed.” Ip 
even chilly weather it is almost impossible 
to heat a small room with one of these stoves, 
and the empire offers a great field for Ameri- 
can manufacturers of heating apparatus. 
One trouble has heretofore been that heat is 
not furnished by the owners of flat buildings 
to their tenants, and it has been: difficult, 
therefore, to establish central heating 
tems for such buildings. 

In Vienna the price of beef, mutton, and 
pork is so high as to place these meats be- 
yond the reach of the poorer classes, and for 
nearly fifty years their place has been taken 
by horse and donkey meat. There are in 
Vienna 185 butcher shops which sell horse 
and donkey meat exclusively, the price for 
the choicest cuts being from 5 to 10 cents a 
pound, which is much less than half the 
price charged for the same cuts of beef. 
During the last year for which the figures 
are available no less than 25,640 horses were 
slaughtered for food in Vienna. The inspec- 
tion of the animals is extremely thorough 
and careful, government inspectors being 
present at each slaughter-house with ful) 
power to condemn any animal, Dealers in 
horse and donkey meat, and restaurant- 
keepers who offer it on their bills of fare are 
obliged not only to plainly state the fact but 
also to keep in sight of customers the gov- 
ernment certificate of inspection. 


The model lodging-house which was opened 
in Milan, Italy, last June has proved a great 
success. It is patronized, not by manual!) 
laborers, but by clerks and shop assistants 
Rooms rent for 67% cents a week. Every 
lodger must be in his room before midnight 
and be out again before 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Bathrooms are open day and night, a 
full bath costing four cents and a shower 
bath two cents. Lodgers may buy food out- 
side and cook it themselves in the hotel! 
kitchens, or they may buy their supplies at 
the lowest possible price from the hotel store- 
rooms. are also furnished with fa- 
cilities for doing their own washing. The 
building is five stories in height, with a roof 
garden on the top. The building contains 530 
rooms, all of the same dimensions, 5 feet 10 
inches by 7 feet 6 inches. 

In no other country in the world is the 
cigar so popular as in Germany, so much so 
that it is impossible to raise enough tobaccc 
‘in the empire to supply the domestic demand. 
Last year Germany imported nearly $22,000, -

third of it coming from the United States. 
The use of the cigaret is rapidly spreading in 
Germany.

¥RIEDMAN HAS WRITTEN STRONG 
NOVEL IN “ BY BREAD ALONE.” 


it Has for Its Subjec, the Steel Industry 
of Chicago—The Old Subject of Capi- 
tal and Labor Treated in an Original 

‘Manner—A Sociclogical Student and 

His Dream of a Co-operative Com- 
monwealth Which Is Never Real- 
ized. 
HEN I. K. Friedman of this city put 
out his first book of short stories a 
few years ago, there was sumc 
feeling that he dealt with his sub- 
jects too seriously. It was said 
that he had a penchant for tragedy. His 
friends hinted that he had been reading 
Baizac, Turgeneff, Tolstoi, and Zola in too 
humble a spirit, and that he was endeavo-- 
ing to employ their colossal weapons with in- 
experienced hands. Besides, they main- 
tained that his stories, though they were 
said to be of Chicago; really lacked local 
flavor, and might have been written of any 
place. In spite of these adverse criticisms, 
the esteem for Mr. Friedman as an artist and 
as a man grew steadily. it was evident that 
he had set himself apart for ambitious lit- 
erary toil. He proved himself to be indiffer- 
ent to money-making. He preserved the 
student's attitude of mind. He was willing 
to learn; willing to destroy months of labur; 
willing to pay to literary art the compliment 
of a long and arduous apprenticeship. 

He justified the expectations of his friends 
by writing an interesting and somber book, 
* Poor Peupie.” lt was a taie of the Chicago 
Ghetto. Jaeob Riis paid it high compii- 
merits; half a dozen publishers asked for Mr. 
Friedman's next novel; and all that re- 
mained for the young writer was to justity 
the public expectation which he had aroused. 

He cast about him for a large and serious 
theme, and one identified with Chicago. He 
Wished to take a subject with which he might 
familiarize himseif thoroughly, one to which 
he could appiy those principies of firm yet 
imaginative realism which he had iearned 


from the great i'renchmen. He selected a- 


subject which Zoia wouid certainly have ap- 
proved—the steel mills. “‘ By Bread Alone ”’ 
NCllvnai presentation of Vast rolling 
mill, employing 5,000 men, feeding a small 
cityfui vl and rua upon principies which 
are scientifically economical in ali that ap- 
pertains to the making of a dollar, and crim- 
inally wasteful in all that concerns human 
life. Z<To procure his data Mr. Friedman 
spent much time at certain milis—some lying 
south and some lying north of the city—made 
the acquaintance ot the men working in 
these milis and of the women for whom the 
men work, and, by selecting, combining, an: 
heightening the drama of bis facts, has been 
a@bie to set forth an [npreanye and stirring 
piece of work. 

Zola’s Labor,’’ it will be be- 
gins its Wagnerian theme in a frenzied out- 
‘The overture 
to that heroic composition is confusing, 
deafening, and inarustic. Mr. Friedman, 
with a similar subject, has opened in a more 
conventionai and :iawftul manner, His intrv- 
ductory motif is caim and individual, original 
and persuasive. it announces the entrance 
of the hero, Biair Carhart, the son of a rich 
grocer, and a man with what may be termed 
@ pick-ax mind—that is to say, a mind whose 
essential function it is to pry beneath the 
guriace of every fact, theury, and person 


- with whom fate confronts him. 


After a somewhat turbuient college course 
Biair tries a year in the puipit, thrashes 
himseif out of it as he had tiung himseif in 
it, and out of love with life for having 
bainea his passionate determination to estab- 
lish himseif on intimate terms with his crea- 
tor, he breaxs his engagement to Lvangeline 
Marvin, leaves his hume, renounces his cail- 
ing, and goes out to find what the ieast com- 
fortabie men in the world think about crea- 
tion. 

The least comfortable men with whom he 


Meets appear to be the workers in the Mar- 


vin steei muiils, the President of which is the 


father of Evangeline Marvin, Biair’s some- 


' time Sweetheart. He secures a position in 


' «me mill, lives with a poor Polish family, and 
_ prepares himseif to pluck the heart out of 


sorrow and toil. He has from the first a 
conviction of his own abilities. He imagines 
ihat he has a message, too, and he tries’io 


utter it. He longs ‘to place in the hands of 


helpless men weapons by which they may 
light, not the men, but the conditions which 
destroy and cueat them. he becomes at 
onee the leader and the restrainer of the 
maicontents; organizes a movement against 
the injusuces miuuicted; and a vicum at 
once to the wrath of his empioyers, to whom 
he would not yieid, of his friends, whose 


frantic and murderous excesses he would 


not countenance. By their loyalty to him 
the two homes among the working people 
where he was best loved are steeped in 
sorrow. Moreover, Marvin, the President ut 
the mill, naturally forbids all association be- 


tween Blair and Evangeline. 


His dreams, in the days before facts crushed 

him, were of a ‘Codperative Common- 
wealth.’ “Money was not the only power 
that moved men; honor was a higher and 
greater stimuius; stirred by popular accla- 
mation and the tone of grateful multitudes, 
men wouid toil harder for the advancement 
of the coéperative commonweaith than they 
would merely for their own interests. The 
desire for progress was in the nature of man, 
fundamental as his passion; it was not de- 
pendent on exterior forces; it needed no prom- 
ise of a reward for a lure. 
"Dhe profits made by the mills would go to 
the improvement of the town, the laying out 
of parks, the building of model tenements 
and homes, libraries, theaters, and schools. 
Pension funds for the aged, the disab.ed, 
would be founded; usurious rents would be 
abolished; the exhausting overwork would 
come to an end; the cruel underpay would be 
as the remembrance of a nightmare of the 
past; the careiess siaughter of life would 
‘be abolished and the miils would be recon- 
structed with a view to the comfort and safe- 
ty of its tollers.”’ 

But the dream reached no realization— 
neither eloquence, faith, nor courage could 
make facts out of these theories, and in the 
end, broken in health, his faith in human 
fealty betrayed, his hopes unrealized, he 
reached an immemorial conciusion; “ oyw 
versity, hardship, all the suffering that a 


‘man goes through is but the shaping of his 


character for the woman who is to share his 

The book is over and above its function as 
@ novel, a protest and a piea. A great part 
of the conditions which make the modern 


* steel mill a piace of horror could be mitigated 


were it not for the cupidity of the owners. 
Science has devised innumeral protections 
and artifices by which men might escape the 
hideous dangers to which they are now ex- 
posed, but these appliances cost more than 
men and are not put in use. 

The filth of mill towns is a thing which the 
inhabitants ‘could themselves abolish did 
they understand the free use of the ballot 
and their ateeny to preserve its independ- 


ence. 


Every SO eS and sorrow of the mill 


~man’s life seems to have been included in 


Mr. Friedman's jeremiad; the passion of re- 
volt, the anarchistic spirit of revenge, have 
been adequately portrayed, The pages are 
no dull record of other men’s woes, but are 
written sympathetically with the appeal only 
half hidden beneath the tale. 

The conclusion resembles not a little that 
of Harold Frederic’s ‘‘ Damnation of Theron 
Ware,”’ but the hero is a finer man than 
Ware, and while the book lacks the humor 
of Frederic’s best novel it is stronger. Mr.

ING VICTOR EMMANUEL’S clever- 

* ness in selecting the Radical leader, 

Zanardelli, for his Prime Minister and 

in embarking upon a course of policy 

that has created alarm among his 

brother monarchs owing to its advanced 

character, is bearing fruit, striking evidence 

thereof being furnished by the extraordinary 

enthusiasm,with which ke was received the 
other day at Milan. 

Milan is the headquarters of Socialism in 


loyal, the most republican and anti-mon- 
archical city of the entire peninsula, yet no- 
where have the King and Queen been re- 
ceived with greater tokens of good will. 

The long and short of the matter is that 
the King has, by his liberal and progressive 
policy, weaned the Socialists from their anti- 
monarchical prejudices. They were opposed 
to the monarchy because they believed that 
it was an obstacle to progress, to liberty, and 
to the organization and amelioration of the 
lot of the working classes. But now that 
King Victor Emmanuel has shown to them 
that the throne is no obstacle to the realiza- 
tion of their views, and that, far from oppos- 
ing their projected reforms, he is himself 
taking the initiative in securing legislation 
in accordance with their ideas, they have be- 
come quite reconciled to the monarchical] 
system. 

As they say themselves, it is immaterial to 
them whether liberty comes to them from a 
monarch, or from a republic, providing they 
get it, and they are of the opinion that no re- 
public could do more towards satisfying them 
than King Victor Emmanuel and his Prime 
Minister, Zanardelli. 

Then, too, the simple mode of life of the 
young King and Queen, their dispensing with 
most of that pomp and etiquette by which 
King Humbert thought it necessary to sur- 
round himself appeals to the sympathy of the 
masses. 


Victor Emmanuel has, in one word, taken 
a leaf out of the book of Queen Christina of 
The latter, when her husband died, 
found herself confronted by a critical situa- 
tion. The administration, which was Con- 
servative, possessed a majority in the na- 
tional legislature. But the Republican party 
was extremely powerful, while the Liberals 
were to such an extent exasperated by a long 
term of ultra-Conservative despotism that 
they were distinctly anti-dynastic. In fact, 
they and the Pie ai ea constituted a seri- 
ous danger to the throne. 
With little hesitation the Queen dismissed 
from office the Conservatives, of whose loyal- 
ly to the crown she was assured, and sum- 
moning the Liberal leader, Sagasta, in- 
trusted him with the formatioh of a Liberal 
administration and directed hini to mstitute 
such reforms as would satisfy, at any rate 
for a time, the aspirations of the ultra-Radi- 
cals, and even of the Republicans. It is only 
‘fair to add that she did this with the full ap- 
proval of the Conservative Premier, the syb- 
sequently murdered Canovas, who, with that 
chivalrous loyalty for which he was so dis- 
tinguished, placed the interests of the throne 
before those of either his party or of his own. 
Sagasta complied with the Queen’s wishes 
and initiated such a large number of re- 
forms and showed himself so progressive that 
even the Republicans were satisfied, their 
two leaders, Salmeron and Castelar, giving 
their loyal support to the Liberal Cabinet on 
the same grounds as those put forward by 
the Italian Socialists to explain their friendly 
attitude to King Victor Emmanuel—namely: 
that it oe from whom 
they got orms providing they 
really got them. | 


King Victor Emmanuol deserves all the 
more eredit in the matter, since he was 
brought to the throne by the particularly 
atrocious murder of a father to.whom he was 
deeply attached, a father who had succumbed 
to the shot of an Anarchist—that ts'to say, of 
an assassin who was the member of a move- 
se which people on both sides of the At- 
lantic are too frequently d to con- 
found with socialism.
